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URBAN FARM STORY SLANTED 

Dear Editor, 

Although I appreciate that The Austin Chronicle 
has for years been at the forefront in providing 
progressive reporting of issues, it’s unfortunate 
that in the recent story on HausBar Farms and 
the Govalle East Austin neighborhood, the writer 
chose to inject her own personal opinions and 
conclusions [“Communication Breakdown,” Food, 
April 12]. These interjections slanted the story 
against the neighborhood. The People Organized 
in Defense of Earth and Her Resources [PODER] 
and the Govalle/Johnston Terrace neighborhood 
contact team were pursuing a complaint filed 
by a neighborhood resident. We addressed 
the HausBar Farms as a specific zoning issue. 
HausBar Farms, which is located in single-family 
zoning, was slaughtering chickens and wholesal- 
ing them, which is a commercial use. 

It was the city of Austin - not PODER or the 
neighborhood association - that closed down 
the operations temporarily. Despite what the 
story alleges, PODER does not have the power 
or authority to close down businesses, and that 
was not our intention. 

With the wave of gentrification in East Austin, 
many of us are concerned about the lack of 
affordable housing and about retaining our sin- 
gle-family zoning. East Austin, according to the 
urban farm ordinance, is the only part of town 
where people can buy one to five acres of land, 
regardless of zoning, and create urban farms. 

I am sure that we can work together to 
keep urban farms without losing our single- 
family homes and/or single-family zoned lands.

[Anna Toon responds: Urban farming is an 
approved use in SF-3 zoning. HausBar Farms does 
not need to be rezoned to operate as an urban 
farm; instead , they must meet certain require- 
ments of the urban farm ordinance. 

The urban farm ordinance allows for the raising 
of fowl , and for agricultural products raised on the 
property to be sold from the site. Zoning officials 
have interpreted “raising" to include slaughtering. 
Again , slaughtering and selling chickens is allowed 
on an urban farm in SF-3 zoning in the urban farm 
ordinance under agricultural uses. 

I do not give credit to PODER for shutting down 
HausBar Farms; in the piece , I explicitly stated that 
“[ajfter an interdepartmental inspection on March 
13, city officials shut down HausBar Farms, citing 
inadequate permits." It is disingenuous, however ; for 
PODER to not acknowledge their inaccurate and 
inflammatory statements before the City Council.

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Additionally , the unban farm ordinance does 
not state that East Austin is the only part of town 
where urban farms are permitted. The implication 
that officials would only want this type of “ environ- 
mental injustice ” on the Eastside is simply not true. 

It was my intention to represent the intricacies 
of the overall issue and PODER’s involvement as 
a piece of the larger puzzle. My quotes were both 
accurate and in context ; and I stand by my story.]

Texas Brinkmanship 

State report card shows plenty of room for improvement 


Browsing through the latest edition of 
“Texas on the Brink” does not exactly 
evoke pride in what politicians and pundits 
like to call the “Texas Miracle.” The section 
on education reports that among the 50 
states and the District of Columbia, 
Texas is second in public school 
enrollment - and 50th in the 
percentage of the popula- 
tion that has graduated 
from high school. In the 
percentage of people 
uninsured, we’re No. 1 
with a bullet; we had 
been hovering around 
26%, and now we’ve hit 
28.8% of the population, 
easily the highest in the 
nation. On the environ- 
mental front, we’re No. 1 in 
the amount of carbon dioxide 
emissions (but a paltry fourth in 
the amount of toxic releases into water, and 
in carcinogens released into the air). 

And there’s always capital punishment: 
We remain No. 1 in executions, a ranking 
not likely to be challenged anytime soon. 
(In fairness, Virginia at times approaches 
Texas in per capita rates; the two states 


account for more than half of all U.S. execu- 
tions since 1976, with no noticeable effect 
on public safety.) 

“Texas on the Brink” is a report produced 
by the staff of the Legislative Study Group, 
a House caucus currently chaired by 
Rep. Garnet Coleman, D-Houston. 
The March 2013 edition is the 
sixth; El Paso Sen. Eliot 
Shapleigh (since retired) 
published the first one in 
2003, and the LSG has 
followed in the last cou- 
ple of cycles. A predeces- 
sor report, “Texas: Where 
We Stand,” was formerly 
compiled by the Comp- 
troller’s Office, covering 
many more categories, and 
in theory an occasion for 
Texas boosterism: biggest oil 
and gas production, largest number 
of new jobs, whopping beef production, that 
sort of thing. But reporters (and readers) 
kept getting distracted by those other num- 
bers: highest uninsured, highest teenage 
birth rate, largest prison population, most 
toxins released, etc., and of course, all those 
executions. (At the moment, we’re only 


fourth in the rate of incarceration, so there’s 
that.) The comptroller (then Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn) quietly abandoned the project; 
the recent versions are less comprehensive, 
but range from tax statistics to “Democracy,” 
where we learn our state is wallowing at 
47th in the percentage of the voting-age 
population registered to vote, and dead last 
- 51st - in the percentage that actually votes. 

Unhealthy Numbers 

Coleman and other LSG members 
released the report Monday, with a brief 
press conference calling attention to some 
of the most striking numbers. Rep. Arman- 
do Walle, D-Houston, noted that the state 
ranks second in the highest percentage of 
uninsured children, and that nearly one in 
three Texas children lives in poverty. 
Corpus Christi Rep. Abel Herrero and El 
Paso Rep. Mary Gonzalez considered the 


> As planned, Texas on April 16 put to death 
Ronnie Threadgill, sentenced to die for a 2001 
carjacking that left 17-year-old Dexter McDon- 
ald dead. Threadgill became the 495th inmate 
executed in the state since 1982. 

A trial against alleged members of the Zetas 
cartel accused of laundering millions through 
American quarter-horse racing kicked off this 
week in federal court. The trial is expected to 
last several weeks. 

y The White House announced that President 
Obama has been briefed by Senators John 
McCain and Chuck Schumer on a comprehen- 
sive immigration bill, negotiated by the “Gang of 
Eight,” that addresses border security, worker 
identification, and a pathway to citizenship. 
Obama called the bill “commonsense steps that 
the majority of Americans support.” 

> On Wednesday, the Barton Springs/Edwards 
Aquifer Conservation District declared a Stage 
III Critical Drought - its third in the past five 
years. They also warned that “flow from Barton 
Springs could eventually decrease to the point 
where ecological, recreational, and aesthetic 
uses of Barton Springs would be damaged.”

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numbers for public schools (44th in high 
school graduation rate) and higher educa- 
tion (41st in the percentage of high school 
graduates entering college). 

Fort Worth Rep. Lon Burnam surveyed 
the environmental rankings, where Texas 
is perennially at or near the top of self- 
generated environmental hazards, and he 
noted some important connections. “Texas 
gets an ‘F’ in environmental protection, 
and it gets an ‘F’ in health care - not just 
because of lack of health insurance, but 
because we’ve allowed the creation of an 
environment that is unhealthy for our chil- 
dren and elderly.” Burnam pointed out that 
even when the federal government man- 
dates environmental improvements, “We 
have an attorney general that sues the EPA 
over every single initiative that tries to 
make us healthy.” 

Praying for Rain 

And so on. Yet Coleman said the report 
“is designed not to shame Texas, but to 
inspire us to be better.” And he ended on a 
tentatively optimistic note, noting that if 
the GOP majority is to accomplish two 
major economic initiatives - improvements 
to water and transportation infrastructure 

- it will need the Rainy Day Fund. It takes 
at least 100 House votes to access that 
money - just as it would for the two pro- 
gressive priorities: public education and 
health care (i.e., Medicaid expansion). To 
get to that magic number, noted Coleman, 
“We’re all going to have to work together.” 

Later, I asked him if there were substan- 
tive reasons to believe that such an out- 
come is really possible. He was cautious, 
and said nothing would be settled until the 
final days of the session and the budget 
votes, but that nearly every legislator 
seemed to realize that some bipartisanship 
would be necessary. “There aren’t 100 
Republican House members, and they’re 
not all united on their priorities. I haven’t 
heard anyone, Republican or Democratic, 
say they don’t think we need water infra- 
structure and surface transportation 
improvements, but there are also plenty of 
Republicans for whom public education is 
also a priority. And to tap that Rainy Day 
Fund, you need 100 votes.” On Medicaid, he 
noted, money isn’t the real issue, since 90% 
of that expanded funding would be federal 

- funding the state desperately needs. 

Speaking of the $5.4 billion that was cut 
from public education in the last session, 
Coleman said simply, “Excellence comes 
from appropriate funding. We can’t be com- 
petitive if we don’t have an educated work- 
force. Texas demographics are changing, so 
we need to educate people of all hues.” With 
the session entering its stretch run, he sug- 
gested, it’s at least possible that a biparti- 
san consensus can be reached on the big 
budget issues. “We’re moving our way 
towards agreement,” he said. “We know 
we’re not that far apart, but the fact that 100 
votes are required changes the dynamic.” 

“We’re trying,” he said, “to get to yes.” ■

DEBATE CONTINUES OVER GOVERNANCE OF AUSTIN ENERGY 


So, remind me again why we need to rear- 
range the deck chairs at Austin Energy? 

Judging from last week’s City Council 
hearing and deliberations from the dais, 
there was no factual evidence pointing to a 
crisis at the electric utility; no explanation to 
warrant asking the Legislature to trump the 
City Charter so Council can change the gov- 
ernance structure without a vote from the cit- 
izen owners, and nothing to suggest an 
immediate need to hand over control of the 
utility to an unelected, independent board. 

Nevertheless, Council, after considerable 
debate spanning nearly two hours, gave very 
tentative approval to a draft ordinance to cre- 
ate a new board to oversee the municipal 
electric utility. Yet the amended ver- 
sion of the ordinance, which 
passed on a 6-0 vote (with 
Council Member Kathie Tovo 
out of the country), still left 
at least two members 
wary of the potential out- 
come - but for diametri- 
cally different reasons. 

Council will plow back 
into shaping the ordi- 
nance at a work session 
April 23, with action sched- 
uled for April 25, although 
with CM Mike Martinez’s 
scheduled absence from that 
meeting, it’s possible the vote will be 
pushed to May 9. 

Mayor Lee Leffingwell, who sponsored 
the proposal with CM Bill Spelman, voted 
against most of the changes, but in favor of 
the overall package. He said he may vote 
against the final product on third reading “if 
it’s still this weak.” CM Laura Morrison, 
who drove most of the amendments, still 
wants additional language specifying 
Council’s broad authority over utility matters. 
Leffingwell views that approach as a step 


backward, creating a “glorified Electric 
Utility Commission” - an advisory panel of 
volunteer citizens, rather than a board of 
professionals with the business smarts to 
run a utility. 

Morrison’s first and most significant 
amendment came in two parts: 1) Council 
would retain its powers and specify which 
duties and responsibilities would go to the 
board, rather than surrender all its powers in 
one fell swoop; 2) The board would have 
more limited decision-making authority over 
high-dollar contracts and expenditures than 
what’s currently proposed (up to $100 mil- 
lion), and such contracts must comply with 
city policies and master plans. 

CM Chris Riley echoed that motion 
with a second (drawing applause 
from the audience), arguing that 
this “would reflect that we’re 
going to proceed cautiously, 
recognizing that the public 
has a great interest at 
stake here in terms of its 
interest in accountability 
and transparency.” The 
motion failed on a 3-3 
deadlock, with Morrison, 
f 1 Riley, and Martinez in favor, 
f and Leffingwell, Spelman, 
and Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl 
Cole opposed. 

Cole later resuscitated part 
one of Morrison’s motion and called for a 
second vote to reconsider Council retaining 
its powers and determining which duties it 
wants to transfer to the board. That motion 
passed 4-2, with only ordinance sponsors 
Leffingwell and Spelman voting no. 

Council’s direct discussion had been pre- 
ceded by lengthy testimony on both sides of 
the debate, with business and industry repre- 
sentatives on one side and consumer and 
environmental activists on the other. 


Spelman qualified his nay vote, saying he 
didn’t necessarily believe it would be bad 
form for Council to retain authority, but he 
first wanted to take the time to study the data 
that Morrison used to draft her amendments. 
Morrison successfully moved a handful of 
other amendments, gaining support from the 
mayor on at least two of them. The changes 
gave opponents of the governance change 
some amount of hope, but their progress 
may be short-lived. On Tuesday, the Electric 
Utility Commission majority reiterated its 
strong support for a governance change, while 
also advocating removing much of the utility’s 
day-to-day oversight from City Manager Marc 
Ott. At last week’s hearing, EUC members 
Stephen Smaha and Phillip Schmandt 
advocated for the governance change while 
member Karen Hadden spoke against. 

Once Council voted on all the amendments, 
it turned to a related matter of endorsing, on 
a 6-1 vote (with Morrison opposed), state leg- 
islation by Sen. Kirk Watson and Rep. 

Eddie Rodriguez that would enable Council 
to change the utility’s governance structure 
without a charter election. Watson’s bill has 
cleared the Senate and Rodriguez’ compan- 
ion bill is set for a House committee hearing 
April 24. 

Morrison, before casting the lone nay vote 
regarding the legislation, warned that Council 
was heading down a dangerous path of sup- 
porting a measure that would trump the City 
Charter. She raised the possibility of the gov- 
ernance issue becoming a hot campaign 
topic in the 2014 election cycle, one that 
could result in a new Council overturning the 
ordinance, should it pass. “I highly suspect 
that as soon as the campaign season starts, 
the question’s going to be, Do you support 
having an independent board?’ I’m willing to 
put my money on some candidates winning 
that do not like the idea of a completely inde- 
pendent Austin Energy [board].” ■

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Two, Three ... Many Festivals 
= How Many Cops? 



Twenty years may pass before Austin 
experiences the sort of growth that pushes 
it to a development level on par with - in 
the parlance of best civic hopes - an inter- 
national city. But, for a handful of week- 
ends every year, that ambition is a dead 
certain reality. 

As is the accompanying strain on local 
infrastructure. Don Pitts is the manager of 
the city’s Music Division. “The city just 
doesn’t have the capacity for the 300,000- 
plus that were here for the music portion of 
South by [Southwest],” he told the 
Chronicle. “This urban landscape is not 
designed for - for that .” 

The 2013 level of that - along with the 
earlier announcement that the Austin City 
Limits Festival would now be a two-week- 
end affair, as well as the first year of 
Formula One - was enough to drive city 
officials to create a task force that will 
examine a host of city operations as they 
relate to SXSW, and, by extension, more 
generally to “special events.” The effort 
would include municipal court representa- 
tives, people in the city attorney’s office, 
public safety hands, planning and develop- 
ment review, code compliance, transporta- 
tion, and - naturally - the music office. 

Embedded in all of this discussion is the 
narrower subject of how many cops it takes 
to police Austin when it isn’t enjoying (or 
enduring) a deluge of festivalgoers. The 
questions were all conflated at the April 1 
meeting of the Public Safety Commission. 
Commissioners and Austin Police Depart- 
ment brass knocked around a pending, pre- 
budget hearing request from headquarters 
for 116 new officers - and more general ideas 
about ideal force strength, e.g., the city’s “2.0 
officers per 1,000 residents” ratio, and the 
like. Then Austin Police Association 
President Wayne Vincent brought up SXSW 
and its economy-driving kin. 

“There’s another aspect to this here in 
Austin that might require consideration of 
a little more than that [2.0] formula, and 
that is we’re becoming one of the biggest 
special events venues around. And we are 
being stretched very, very thin,” Vincent 
said. “When you talk about investigators, 
when you talk about the entire operation of 
the police department, they are interrupted 
for all these special events now, and people 
are taken away from case loads ... to per- 
form these special events basically for 
some promoter.” Vincent then made his 
pitch explicit. “Any consideration we make 
as to what is the sufficient number . . . has to 
now start taking these special events into 
account.” APD Chief of Staff David Carter 
didn’t go quite that far, but he did acknowl- 
edge the problem. “The issue of special 
events is a huge issue, as the city becomes 
more attractive, more popular,” he told 
commissioners briefly, before entertaining 
commissioners’ worries about local drug 
cartel activity. 


Later, Pitts offered the Chronicle a street 
view. “The APD has confirmed that Sixth 
Street on Friday night [of SXSW] was the 
most people they’d ever seen, and some of 
those officers had been working it for 16 
years,” he said. 

Council Member Bill Spelman is a fre- 
quent and deliberative critic of the 2.0 ratio. 
He said that - though the need for more 
public safety officers may be real - it doesn’t 
necessarily justify the creation of 116 new 
full-time officer positions. “It may very well 
be that the need is for more cops, but that ° 
doesn’t mean that we need 116 more FTEs “ 
[full time equivalents] in the Austin Police S 
Department to cover four weekends a year,” z 
he said. “If you need more cops, you can o 
hire people from overtime, you can borrow 
police officers from other jurisdictions - 
have an interlocal agreement where we use 
Travis County sheriffs - or even people from 
Hays County, Williamson County, properly 
trained, can do a lot of the things that we 
have Austin police officers do.” Spelman 
also suggested that the city could pay for all 
of that “from the events themselves.” 

“To some extent, it’s our job to provide 
law enforcement, police services for special 
events,” he said. “But at some point the 
events become so large, that it makes sense 
for them to pay for some of that law enforce- 
ment requirement themselves.” This idea 
may be gaining steam with some internal 
staff discussion about the creation of just 
such a fund. Spelman said that he wasn’t 
yet sure how it might operate. 

Whatever form it takes, it’s clear from 
city staffs postmortem on the 2013 SXSW 
that changes are coming. In a presentation 


to city management last week, staff gave 
itself credit for “preparation and execu- 
tion,” and also offered a list of items that 
might go better next time around - more 
definition concerning event requirements, 
traffic issues, that sort of thing. 

Pitts said his office would take “a more 
proactive role” with regard to the 2014 edi- 
tion of the Festival. “We’re starting the plan- 
ning for South by [Southwest] 2014 now,” he 
continued. “We’re already 11 months away, 
and we will soon be 10 months away.” 
Meanwhile, staff from multiple departments 
are working on changes to what Council 
Member Mike Martinez calls a “compre- 
hensive special events ordinance.” 

“I think what we’ve seen with the last sev- 
eral special events is that there truly is a 
need for a comprehensive special events 
ordinance,” Martinez said in an email. “Coun- 
cil passed a resolution asking for the ordi- 


nance last year, and I know that staff is work- 
ing hard on crafting an ordinance for us to 
consider - pulling in the lessons we learned 
from the last South by Southwest. My hope 
is that we can have some language later in 
the spring or early summer that considers 
the needs of all our departments, from both 
a code and staffing perspective, allowing us 
to better respond to these large-scale events.” 

That could also fuel other changes, says 
Martinez. “We know that the city benefits 
immensely from the economic impact of our 
large special events, and it makes perfect 
sense to talk about departmental needs 
before we craft a comprehensive ordinance.”

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Lehmberg: The D.A.’s DWI 


Late last Friday, April 12, 

Travis County District Attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg was 

arrested in Northwest Travis 
County and charged with drunk- 
en driving. According to the 
arrest affidavit, a witness called 
911 just after 10:45pm to 
report a four-door Lexus wander- 
ing into the bike lane and then 
into oncoming traffic while travel- 
ing southbound on FM 620 near 
Comanche Trail. Deputies 
responded and caught up with 
the car in a nearby church park- 
ing lot, where they learned 
Lehmberg was driving. 

Lehmberg told the deputies 
that she’d had two vodka drinks 
earlier in the evening and that 
she was taking a prescription 
beta-blocking drug. According to 
the arrest affidavit, there was an 
opened bottle of vodka in the 


passenger area of the vehicle 
within reach. Lehmberg was sub- 
jected to field sobriety testing, 
but she did not follow directions 
well, the affidavit records, and, 
by her actions, the deputy con- 
sidered that she had “refused” 
the eye test. According to the 
affidavit, Lehmberg was “cooper- 
ative” and “polite,” but also “dis- 
oriented.” She was booked into 
the jail just after 2am. 

In a subsequent statement, 
Lehmberg expressed regret over 
her actions: “I am truly sorry to 
have let the citizens of Travis 
County down,” she said in a 
release distributed on Saturday. 
“I deeply regret my actions and 
take full responsibility. As I con- 
tinue to carry out my responsibil- 
ities as District Attorney, I hope 
that the community will forgive 
my mistake.”

Lehmberg 

Lehmberg later sent a letter 
to County Attorney David 
Escamilla (his office handles 
misdemeanor cases) and to the 
county bench, saying that it 
should serve as her guilty plea 
(which would presumably need 
to be formally entered in court). 
“I enter this unconditional Plea 


without request for delay, with- 
out legal argument by counsel, 
without any plea bargain, and 
without any request for leniency 
or consideration of any type,” 
she wrote. “Further, I agree to 
appear, without delay, to enter 
this plea and I accept whatever 
assessment of jail time is 
deemed appropriate by the sen- 
tencing Court” 

Meanwhile on Tuesday, 
employment law attorney Kerry 
O’Brien filed to have Lehmberg 
removed from office. Texas’ 
local government code lists 
intoxication as one of the 
causes for removal of a district 
attorney and any other county 
elected official. The law allows 
for any citizen in the county to 
file a petition for removal. 

Should Lehmberg resign or be 
forced from office, a replace- 
ment would be appointed by 
Gov.

A PERRY AIMS TO CUT TAXES, 

■ WOO BUSINESSES Gov. Rick Perry 
H used federal tax filing day - April 15 - 
/ to call for $1.6 billion in tax cuts for 
small and medium-sized businesses 
making less than $20 million in reve- 
nues. Perry announced his plan at the Greater Austin Chamber 
of Commerce, joined by key business leaders and lawmakers. Also 
on Monday, Perry launched a weeklong ad campaign in Chicago, telling 
Illinois-based businesses, “Get out while there’s still time, and come to 
Texas.” The GACC is working with the governor’s office to recruit com- 
panies from California and has scheduled a series of visits there in 
May, June, and July.

“It’s going to be difficult for many of us 
to support the bill when we are still fac- 
ing those threats,” he said. Indeed, 
another measure that seeks to replace 
TSA agents with private at-will 
employees is also likely a nonstarter. 
HB 1719, by Rep. Larry Phillips, 
R-Sherman, would require local govern- 
ments that own and control airport facil- 
ities to apply to the feds to “opt-out” of 
the TSA screening program. Both bills 
were left pending in committee. - J.S. 


“WHAT WOULD MICHAEL DO?” It was a week of long-overdue 
achievements by the Texas Senate. On April 11, the chamber unani- 
mously passed Senate Bill 1611, the “Michael Morton 
Act,” by Sens. Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, and Robert 
Duncan, R-Lubbock, which mandates broadened 
open-file discovery in criminal cases to ensure the 
defense has access to police reports and witness 
statements - which in some jurisdictions prosecu- 
tors have withheld from defendants prior to trial. 

In order to protect witnesses, the measure would 
require defense attorneys to redact personal 
information from documents before sharing it with 
experts, investigators, or a defendant. The measure 
also reaffirms the state’s duty to provide so-called 
Brady material (from the landmark 1963 Brady v. 

Maryland) - exculpatory, mitigating, or impeachment 
materials held by the state. Getting the bill together, 
through committee, and passed on the Senate floor was no 
small feat: It was nearly dead on arrival in its first form, which would 
have required reciprocal discovery, with defense lawyers mandated to 
open their files to the state. That has been a loser of a proposition for 
years; defense lawyers in part argue that because they have no burden 
of proof - that rests solely with the state - they have no duty to share 
anything with prosecutors. After weeks of at times tense negotiations 
among stakeholders - the Texas District and County Attorneys 
Association, Texas Criminal Defense Lawyers Association, and Senate 
staffers (including the indefatigable Brandon Dudley, Ellis’ chief of staff 
and legal counsel) - the bill finally made it before the Senate Criminal 
Justice Committee and on to the Senate floor, where Morton was 
present for the historic vote. 

Morton spent nearly a quarter-century behind bars for the 1986 mur- 
der of his wife Christine, which DNA testing ultimately proved he did not 
commit. At his trial, prosecutors withheld from his defense crucial evi- 
dence - including key parts of the police investigation that could have 
demonstrated that someone other than Morton was skulking near the 
couple’s home prior to Christine’s murder. In March, that person, Mark 
Alan Norwood, was convicted and sentenced to life for Christine’s 
murder. “I want to thank Michael Morton for using his life’s tragedy to 
make a difference to protect others, to make sure they wouldn’t end up 
in a similar predicament,” Ellis said Thursday from the Senate floor. 
“There were times when this bill fell apart, when I, quite frankly, was 
ready to walk away and work on something else, but I thought about 
[Sen. John] Whitmire’s comments when he said, ‘What would 
Michael do?”’ 

On April 6, the Whitmire-led Senate Criminal Justice Committee 
passed another key reform measure: SB 1292, also by Ellis - with 
Attorney General Greg Abbott’s blessing - that would require pretri- 
al DNA testing in death penalty cases. The measure would ensure on 
the front end that the state is prosecuting the right person - taking 
death off the table in cases where the evidence simply isn’t there - and 
decrease the amount of post-conviction DNA testing that can take years, 
and lots of money, to litigate. - Jordan Smith 


RESTORING TRAVELERS’ “FREEDOM AND DIGNITY” The 

April 10 meeting of the House State Affairs Committee featured a pair 
of bills that seek to slap the Transportation Security 
Administration for being, well, a federal security 
agency that stands between passengers and air travel. 
Lege watchers will remember last session’s drama 
over a measure that would prohibit TSA agents 
from conducting invasive pat-downs - specifically 
those that include touching the “anus, breast, 
buttocks, or sexual organ of another person, 
including touching through clothing” - without 
probable cause. The measure is needed, the 
bill’s sponsor, Rep. David Simpson, 
R-Longview, told the committee, because TSA 
agents at present impede on individual freedom in 
violation of the Fourth Amendment ban on unreason- 
able search and seizure. House Bill 80 “seeks to restore 
... freedom and dignity” to travelers. The measure is a near 
repeat of a bill Simpson sponsored last year, which caused consterna- 
tion among lawmakers after the feds threatened to shut down Texas air- 
ports should state lawmakers move forward with such a plan. There’s

Drug Testing State Officials? Senator Says It’s Only Fair 


Brownsville Democratic Sen. Eddie 
Lucio Jr. is clean. 

Indeed, the results of a November 
2012 drug test revealed that Lucio was 
free and clear of any cannabinoids, 
opiates, barbiturates, cocaine, 
or amphetamines. 

Now Lucio is proposing that his fel- 
low senators, state representatives, 
and other Texas elected officials 
should be able to say the same thing. 
Senate Bill 612 would require state 
officials to submit to a drug use 
screening assessment and a drug test 
shortly after taking office. The bill 
would call on the Secretary of State to 
promulgate rules governing the new 
requirement and would have the indi- 
vidual test results posted by the Texas 
Ethics Commission. The drug testing 
would be paid for by individual officials. 
The bill has been modified to apply 
only to elected officials - the original 
version applied the drug testing 
requirements to all candidates for 
office. A committee substitute also

addressed other privacy concerns, 
Lucio told the Senate State Affairs 
Committee on April 15, allowing offi- 
cials to forgo public posting of the 
results without facing any penalty. 


The bill was subject to a lightning-fast 
committee hearing this week - less than 
10 minutes, no witnesses, and very few 
questions from the committee (only 
Sen. Joan Huffman, R-Houston, brought 
any questions at all, focusing in on what 
drug assessment would be used and 
what sort of questions would be asked). 
Give this bill about as much chance at 
passage as not only restoring, but also 
boosting funding for public education. 

Nonetheless, Lucio regards his mea- 
sure as a straightforward and equitable 
one: The Senate unanimously passed 
measures that would require drug test- 
ing for individuals seeking unemploy- 
ment and for certain welfare recipients 
- requiring state officials to withstand 
the same treatment only seems fair, he 
said in support of his bill. “If we can do 
that ... as policymakers I feel very 
strongly that we can ... be a part of 
what [we] would set up as a system 
where we too can be accountable,” he 
said. The bill was left pending.

Spreading Ignorance: 

LEGE PONDERS ABORTION MISINFORMATION AND ‘FETAL PAIN' 


The Legislature first passed an “informed-consent-to- 
abortion” law in 2003. It included publication of the 
“Woman’s Right to Know” pamphlet - supposedly to 
inform women about fetal development and the hazards of 
abortion. Among the asserted hazards is that induced abor- 
tion may lead to increased risk of breast cancer. “While 
there are studies that have found an increased risk of 
developing breast cancer after an induced abortion, some 
studies have found no overall risk,” reads the state-pro- 
duced pamphlet. “There is agreement that this issue needs 
further study.” 

That claim was, and remains, false - and women’s health 
advocates have repeatedly tried to have the error removed 
from what is supposed to be a medically factual pamphlet. 
It may be that the time to excise the misinformation has 
come - at least that’s what would happen if West University 
Place GOP Rep. Sarah Davis, a breast cancer survivor, can 
persuade her colleagues to support House Bill 2945. Last 
week, in the House State Affairs Committee, when Rep. 
Rene Oliveira, D-Brownsville, asked why the language was 
included in the WRTK pamphlet, Davis did not mince 
words: “I think it was based more on ideology than sci- 
ence,” she said. 

The country’s major health care and cancer experts agree 
that there is no link between induced abortion and breast 
cancer, Davis said. Dr. Lisa Hollier, a resource witness on 
behalf of the Texas chapter of the American College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists, called the information 
that Texas provides to women seeking abortion “inaccu- 
rate”; HB 2945 is also supported by the Texas Medical 
Association and Texas Hospital Association. 

Nevertheless, New Braunfels Dr. Beverly Nuckols testi- 
fied against the bill on behalf of the Texas Alliance for Life, 
arguing first that a major peer-reviewed study had proven 
a link (the “Danish Melbye study,” which actually con- 
cludes the opposite), then shifted to arguing that carrying a 
baby to term reduces cancer risk. “Are you prescribing 
pregnancy to [avoid] breast cancer?” Houston Rep. Jessica 
Farrar asked. No, Nuckols said, but added, “I’m happy to 
tell women who had their first child before 20” that that 
may lower their risk of contracting the disease. 

Other opposition witnesses argued that even medically 
inaccurate information is somehow helpful. Davis respond- 
ed that when the state “so invades the doctor-patient rela- 
tionship such that we’re going to prescribe what a doctor 
says to a patient, then we have the duty to make sure it’s 
based” on the best science available. “I ask that we return 
to reality in 2013.” 

HB 2945 was left pending. 


Meanwhile, HB 2364 by Rep. Jodie Laubenberg, 
R-Parker, would ban all abortions after 20 weeks gestation, 
on the grounds that at that stage, the fetus can “feel pain.” 
Abortions are currently banned in Texas after 28 weeks, 
and at 20 weeks, a woman and her doctor may first learn 
that a fetus has a terminal condition - as Austinite Carole 
Metcalf testified to State Affairs had happened to her. “A 
very personal, very private, and very painful” choice would 
be further constricted, Metcalf said. These “decisions are 
hard enough without the extra limitations.” 

Nonetheless, Laubenberg and others testified in support 
of the measure on the presumption that a 20-week fetus can 
feel pain, creating a “compelling state interest,” even 
before a fetus is viable outside the womb. The bill “deals 
with a very sensitive and sometimes emotional issue, the 
life issue,” Laubenberg told the committee. “Scientific evi- 
dence suggests preborn children are able to feel pain,” 
necessitating the ban, which she said would place no undue 
burden on a woman’s reproductive rights. 

A vaguely sourced website called Doctors on Fetal Pain 
lists purported evidence; witnesses supporting the bill 
recited talking points that appeared to come straight from 
the website. In fact, it isn’t at all clear that there is “sub- 
stantial medical evidence” of fetal pain, as Laubenberg’s 
bill claims. When asked by Rep. Farrar about a 2005 
review of the current science in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association questioning the notion, 
Laubenberg seemed to doubt whether JAMA is a reliable 
source, arguing she would “gladly” place “my studies 
against your studies.” 

Laubenberg, Gov. Rick Perry, and other supporters con- 
sider the notion that a fetus feels pain at 20 weeks a fore- 
gone conclusion. Certainly a fetus develops sensory recep- 
tors early in development; the question remains whether 
the existence of those receptors means that the fetus can 
register pain. The JAMA review reflects that it isn’t until 
well into the third trimester that nerves are sufficiently 
developed to register pain. A 2010 report by the Royal 
College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists in the UK con- 
cluded that prior to 24 weeks, a fetus cannot feel pain. 

Witnesses opposed to the bill argued that many serious 
congenital anomalies aren’t even detectible prior to 20 
weeks, and a ban would eliminate any ability to decide how 
to proceed in those cases. Moreover, of the 77,592 abortions 
performed in Texas in 2010, just 420 occurred after 20 
weeks (nationally, the percentage is just over 1%) - and 
those abortions are typically related to serious medical 
issues. Responded Laubenberg: “One abortion is as many 
to me as 1,000.” 



ACLU of Texas Legal and Policy Director Rebecca 
Robertson noted that Texas already bans abortions after 28 
weeks, a constitutional ban that protects the life and health 
of the mother and contains exception for fetal abnormali- 
ties. Laubenberg’s bill offers no such exceptions - and 
because it would ban abortion before viability, the measure 
would likely be found unconstitutional. Since 2010, 10 
states have passed such legislation; Idaho’s ban was struck 
down by a federal judge in March, and court challenges are 
pending to 20-week bans by Georgia and Arizona. 

Laubenberg’s bill was also left pending in committee.

Council Preview: What Can We Afford? 


It’s that time of year: City budget sea- 
son opened Wednesday, April 17, with the 
initial staff budget preview to City Council, 
kicking off several months of departmental 
presentations and public hearings. We’ll 
have more on the budget in next week’s 
issue; in the meantime, you can certainly 
expect the perennial debate: Just how many 
cops does it take to police a tourist town? 
(See “Two, Three ... Many Festivals = How 
Many Cops?” p.14.) 

Council’s next formal meeting is Thursday, 
April 25 (work session April 23), and the 
draft agenda offers a few items that could 
raise the City Hall temperature, although per- 
haps nothing yet as volatile as either the 
Austin Energy governance debate (see 
“Then There’s This,” p.12) or the Barton 
Springs Master Plan discussion from last 
week. (A couple of potentially contentious 
matters - revisions of the short-term rental 
regs, more revisions of vehicle and bicycle 
parking requirements, and a proposed rate 
increase from Texas Gas Service - are on the 
horizon, with public hearings to be set tenta- 
tively for May 9.) 

Beyond that, until Council members add 
their two cents to the list later this week, a 
handful of items alert the radar. The regulat- 
ing plan for the East Riverside Corridor 

zoning district may finally get its second and 


third readings, if ongoing compromise discus- 
sions among staff and stakeholders have 
indeed born fruit. And a public hearing is 
scheduled concerning affordable housing 
standards for the “University 
Neighborhood Overlay” (West Campus); 
the matter has been contentious for some 
time, and staff reports a successful “consen- 
sus-based process” among residents and 
property owners. The embattled Riverside 
and Lamar planned unit development (aka 
the “Taco PUD”) is at least scheduled for a 
public hearing, a couple of days after it 
escapes the Planning Commission. There will 
also be a public hearing on a still-controver- 
sial Parks Department proposal (call it the 
“Casa de Luz” proviso) to allow certain busi- 
nesses to share nearby city park parking lots 
in return for park amenities; neighborhood 
advocates have been split on the idea, espe- 
cially since what might work in one spot 
might founder in another. 

The scheduled morning briefings are on 
staff recommendations for gray water uses, 
followed by an update on the staff’s prepara- 
tion for a potential affordable housing 
bond vote, perhaps this fall - we may get a 
feel for how Council members are leaning. 
While you’re pondering that question yourself, 
get ready to celebrate Bike Month and Bike 
to School Day. - Michael King 



Years of emotional debate, yelling matches, teeth-gnashing, and, finally, a last-minute 
compromise between feuding parties, led to City Council's unanimous approval last 
week of a grounds improvement plan for Barton Springs Pool. The friction largely

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Despite Prosecutor’s Deal with Snitch, 
Cobb Loses Appeals 


Richard Cobb was just 18 when he and a 
friend, 19-year-old Beunka Adams, robbed 
the B-D-J’s convenience store in Rusk, taking 
two female clerks and a customer hostage. 
The pair drove the three hostages to a nearby 
field known as the “pea patch,” raped one of 
the clerks, and tied up all three. Cobb shot 


the customer, Kenneth Vandever, killing 
him; either Cobb or Adams - it remains 
unclear which - shot each of the clerks. Both 
were wounded, faked death, and ultimately 
survived. The murderous pair was turned in 
to police by Adams’ cousin a day after the 
crime; the state sought, and obtained, a 
death sentence for each defendant. 

On April 25 the state intends to execute 
Cobb - almost a year to the day after it car- 
ried out the death sentence on his accom- 
plice, Adams. If the schedule remains on 
track, Cobb would be the 497th inmate put 
to death in Texas since 1982. 

Cobb has appealed his sentence, arguing 
in part that prosecutors violated their duty 
to turn over to his defense evidence that 
could have been used during the punish- 
ment phase of his trial to impeach a jail- 
house witness. William Thomsen testified 
that while in jail awaiting trial Cobb bragged 
about his crimes, said he would commit 
additional crimes if he could, that he likely 
wouldn’t have been caught if he’d killed the 
two clerks, and that he got “like a rush” 
from shooting Vandever. (In a courtroom out- 
burst, Cobb denied saying that.) Thomsen 
also testified that he was not given any deal 
or done any favors by the state in exchange 
for his testimony. 



As it happened, that wasn’t entirely accu- 
rate: In January 2003, the prosecutor, Elmer 
Beckworth, penned a short letter to Thom- 
sen’s parole officer, advising that he would 
not seek to prosecute Thomsen on a charge 
of being a felon in possession of a firearm. 
The letter had been put into Adams’ file, but 
not Cobb’s; it was turned over a day before 
closing arguments, but the defense chose 
not to use it, a panel of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals wrote in a May 2012 opin- 
ion. Two months after Cobb was convicted 
and sentenced to death in 2004, a prosecu- 
tor reviewing Adams’ file found another letter, 
this one from Thomsen, written in 2002, 
reminding Beckworth that during a meeting a 
week earlier the prosecutor had “agreed to 
completely clear” his pending weapons 
charge and to have a parole hold lifted so 
that Thomsen could be released; in the letter 
Thomsen also offers additional details about 


what Cobb told him about the robbery and 
murder. Cobb then appealed, citing the failure 
of prosecutors to turn over this second letter. 
But each of Cobb’s appeals has been denied, 

and on Feb. 21 the U.S. Supreme Court 

declined to consider the case. - Jordan Smith

To encour- 
age the latter, the base com- 
mander, Gen. Dana Pittard, 
has put the million-dollar-a- 
year revenue from recycling 
into skating parks, exercise 
facilities, and other morale- 
boosting recreation projects. 
“Everybody is getting 
involved,” he says, noting that the effort is 
changing behavior and fostering a conserva- 
tion culture, which he hopes “our soldiers will 
then take with them when they go on.” 

There’s hope for the Earth when even 
the Army begins to care, take action, and 
change attitudes.

In 2002, the Supreme Court banned the death penalty for 
mentally retarded defendants. Still, Texas finds a way.

Elroy Chester was the worst one-man 
crime wave Port Arthur had ever seen. 

Paroled in 1997 from prison, where he 
was serving time for burglary, Chester, then 
27, embarked on an 11-month crime spree 
- more than two dozen crimes, including 
multiple burglaries, sexual assaults, shoot- 
ings, and, ultimately, in February 1998, the 
murder of a well-liked local fireman. 

On that occasion, Chester walked through 
the unlocked front door of a residence 
where 17-year-old Erin DeLeon was home 
alone with her one-year-old son. Chester 
held her at gunpoint as she collected from 
around the home various items of value; 
when her 14-year-old sister Claire arrived 
home accompanied by her boyfriend, Ches- 
ter made each of them strip and blindfolded 
all three with duct tape before raping Erin. 
He then made each of the girls perform oral 
sex on him. When the girls’ uncle, Willie 
Ryman, a local firefighter, stopped by, 
Chester shot him and ran out of the home. 
Claire locked the door behind Chester; after 
trying unsuccessfully to re-enter the home, 
Chester fled the scene. 

When he was arrested, Chester confessed 
to Ryman’ s murder and to assaulting Erin 
and Claire in addition to a host of other 
crimes. Ultimately, he pleaded guilty to 
capital murder in connection with Ryman’ s 
death, forgoing a trial and instead leaving 
only his fate - death or, at the time, life in 
prison with the (very unlikely) possibility of 
parole - in the hands of a jury. 

To say that Chester was a difficult client 
to defend would be an understatement; 
transcripts from the sentencing hearing 
reflect that Chester had little, if any, rapport 
with his defense counsel. Against the advice 


of his attorney, Chester opted to testify on 
his own behalf, delivering a rambling and 
inflammatory rant wherein he claimed vari- 
ously that he hadn’t acted alone in commit- 
ting his many crimes, and that if sentenced 
to death he would have his “homeboys” on 
the outside commit additional crimes in his 
honor, and that he should’ve killed addi- 
tional victims - including a 10-year-old who 
had survived his attack, and a police officer 
who had previously arrested him for bur- 
glary. He refused to allow his attorneys to 
present any witnesses that might help miti- 
gate his culpability, says attorney Susan 
Orlansky, pro bono counsel from an Alaskan 
law firm, who currently represents him. 
“He doesn’t get what’s important,” she says 
of Chester’s ability in 1998 to grasp the 
gravity of his legal situation. “He tells his 
lawyer not to put on a mitigating case.” 

And that is a key issue, because Chester is 
mentally retarded, says Orlansky, a circum- 
stance that should make him ineligible for 
execution, based on a 2002 decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court barring execution of the 
mentally impaired as cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment. “He has a compelling case for men- 
tal retardation,” she says. “I think the evi- 
dence is, essentially, undisputed.” (Although 
the term “mentally retarded” is steadily 
being replaced by “intellectually disabled” in 
the general lexicon, it remains the standard 
term in matters of criminal liability.) 

Chester repeatedly scored below 70 on IQ 
tests - the generally accepted upper limit 
for mental impairment; spent almost his 
entire childhood in special education class- 
es; never learned to read, to shop or cook, or 
to live on his own, or even to distinguish 
among colors, according to court testimony; 


and was placed in the Texas Department of 
Criminal Justice’s Mentally Retarded 
Offenders Program during his previous 
stays in the pen. Nonetheless, the courts 
have repeatedly determined that Chester 
has not proven he is mentally retarded, and 
is thus eligible for execution - a sentence 
the state intends to carry out on April 24. 

Perry: See No Evil 

Chester’s case highlights an ongoing ten- 
sion in Texas between the Supreme Court’s 
prohibition of the execution of intellectual- 
ly disabled offenders and the state’s process 
for determining who it believes is so 
impaired. To Orlansky and other defense 
lawyers, the state has devised a system for 
determining retardation that focuses almost 
exclusively on the nature of a person’s 


Chester’s belief that the legal definition of 
mental retardation ... should match the 
clinical definition,” Assistant Solicitor Gen- 
eral Beth Klusmann wrote in opposition to 
Chester’s 2012 appeal for a review by the 
Supreme Court. But that is not the case, 
Klusmann argued, as precedent reflects 
that clinical and legal definitions are not 
always the same. “Thus, the States are 
tasked with defining mental retardation.” 

Late last year, the Supremes declined to 
accept Chester’s appeal, but for criminal 
attorneys practicing in Texas, the central 
questions raised in his case remain unan- 
swered: Who should decide, and how, 
whether Chester, and others like him, are 
too impaired to be killed? 

Texas’ struggle with the criticisms of 
defense lawyers - and the federal courts - 
over how the state handles mentally retarded 
defendants is nothing new. Long before the 
case of Elroy Chester, and before the 2002 
Supreme Court decision in Atkins v. Virginia 
that banned execution of the mentally 
impaired, there was Johnny Paul Penry, sen- 
tenced to die for the 1979 rape and murder in 
Livingston of Pamela Moseley Carpenter. 
Penry had been considered mentally impaired 
since childhood, never scoring more than 60 
on an IQ test, and until age 16 was enrolled in 
a state school for the mentally retarded. 

Penry appealed his death sentence to the 
Supreme Court, and in 1989 the justices 
ruled in his favor. Although the court con- 
cluded at that time that there was no 
“national consensus” against the execution 
of the mentally impaired, and that the prac- 
tice did not violate the Eighth Amendment, 
it also opined that the state must provide a 
jury some way to consider whether mental 
impairment might mitigate a defendant’s 
criminal culpability. Penry was subsequent- 
ly retried, and again sentenced to death. 
Once more he appealed, arguing that the 
state’s scheme for offering mitigating evi- 
dence was insufficient and violated the 
court’s previous ruling; in 2001 the high 
court again ruled in Penry’ s favor, holding 
that Texas’ jury instructions covering miti- 
gating evidence were inadequate. 

Just a year later, before the state deter- 
mined how to proceed in Penry’ s case, the 
court decided Atkins, reversing the sub-

crimes and not on the nature of his handi- 
cap, a circumstance that they say regularly 
allows mentally impaired defendants to be 
cleared for execution. 

The state, however, has argued that while 
the Supreme Court imposed a ban, it let the 
states design procedures for determining 
mental impairment, affording Texas the 
flexibility to impose a definition of mental 
retardation that takes into consideration 
factors beyond those relied upon by medi- 
cal experts. “Underlying his petition is 


stance of its original Penry opinion and 
barring the execution of the mentally 
impaired, opining that “mentally retarded 
persons who meet the law’s requirements 
for criminal responsibility should be tried 
and punished when they commit crimes,” 
now-retired Justice John Paul Stevens 
wrote for the court. “Because of their dis- 
abilities in areas of reasoning, judgment, 
and control of their impulses, however, they 
do not act with the level of moral culpability 
that characterizes the most serious adult 
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criminal conduct,” he continued. “Moreover, 
their impairments can jeopardize the reli- 
ability and fairness of capital proceedings 
against mentally retarded defendants.” 

(Following that ruling, in 2008 the state 
declined to try Penry a third time and 
instead, in a curious transaction, agreed to 
impose life if Penry would stipulate that he 
was not retarded. He agreed to the deal.) 

Even before Atkins was decided, since the 
late Nineties some Texas lawmakers had 
already been working on the issue, and in 
2001, a measure carried by Sen. Rodney Ellis, 
D-Houston, and then-Rep. Juan “Chuy” 
Hinojosa, D-McAllen, created a process for 
enforcing a ban on the execution of the intel- 
lectually disabled; the bill passed both hous- 
es before being vetoed by Gov. Rick Perry. 

That measure would have required a 
capital defendant to inform the court a 
month in advance of trial that he would 
raise the issue of mental retardation; would 
require the court to provide jurors with a 
special instruction at sentencing regarding 
mental retardation; and, should the jury 
still find the defendant not mentally 
impaired and sentence him to death, it 
would allow the defendant to ask for a spe- 
cial post-conviction hearing on the question 
- independent experts would be appointed 
to examine the defendant, and the judge 
would ultimately decide. 

With hindsight, it reads like a clunky pro- 
cess (though it is mostly the process by which

these things are currently determined), and 
the notion that it would remove from jurors 
the power to decide whether a person is too 
mentally impaired to die is in part what 
prompted Perry’s veto - though his rejection 
of the measure was also based on an 
expressed belief that Texas had “numerous 
safeguards” in place to protect the mentally 
impaired and that the state had not, and does 
not, execute the intellectually disabled. “This 
legislation is not about whether to execute 
mentally retarded murderers,” he wrote in a 
veto statement. “We do not execute mentally 
retarded murderers today. It is about who 
determines whether a defendant is mentally 
retarded in the Texas justice system.” 

Since that veto, Ellis has repeatedly filed 
legislation to codify the ban - offering up on 
more than one occasion (including in the 
current session) a version that would 
address Perry’s concerns by having a sepa- 
rate jury decide the issue in a pretrial set- 
ting. Still, for more than a decade the legisla- 
tion has barely moved, and no proposal has 
since been voted upon by both chambers. 

As a consequence, the answer to whether 
the state has done enough to ensure that it 
has not, and will not, execute a mentally 
impaired defendant in violation of the 
Constitution depends on who you ask. “I 
think the answer to that is we have not done 
what we need to do, which is why I continue 
to file this legislation,” Ellis wrote in an 
email to the Chronicle. “The fact is that we 
have not really established clear standards 
in the wake of Atkins, we have essentially 
said, ‘we don’t execute the mentally retard- 
ed, so there,’ and called that policy.” 

Indeed, in the absence of legislation, the 
state’s highest criminal court, the Court of 
Criminal Appeals, in 2004 devised a frame- 
work for determining which capital defen- 
dants are intellectually disabled. That 
action is at the heart of the current contro- 
versy over not only Chester’s case, but more 
broadly over whether the state can actually 
ensure that it has not, post -Atkins, contin- 
ued to execute the mentally retarded. 



From Atkins to Briseno 

What is not in dispute is that there is a 
basic trifecta of conditions - enumerated 
by the more-than-a-century-old American 
Association on Intellectual and Develop- 
mental Disabilities and by the American 
Psychiatric Association, and adopted in 
the Atkins opinion - that should be consid- 
ered when determining whether an indi- 
vidual is intellectually disabled. First, 
whether a person has an IQ score of 70 or 
below (though the AAIDD notes that a 
score of up to 75 is still borderline); sec- 
ond, whether a person has significant 
limitations of adaptive functioning; and 


third, whether these limitations manifest- 
ed during childhood. 

The first and third prong are the most 
straightforward - though not always without 
controversy, particularly when a person has 
had multiple IQ tests throughout life with 
varying results. The most uncertainty - at 
the center of the legal wrangling in Chester’s 
case - rests on the second prong, related to 
adaptive functioning. A person’s deficits in 
adaptive behavior should be evaluated via 
standardized tests, according to an amicus 
brief filed with the Supreme Court in support 
of Chester’s case by UT Law professor Jordan 
Steiker on behalf of the AAIDD, and should

consider “deficits in three discernible skill 
areas,” involving conceptual skills (including 
language and the use of money), social skills 
(including interpersonal relationships, gull- 
ibility, and naivete), and practical skills 
(including independent living skills). That 
standard is reflected in the Atkins decision, 
though the Supreme Court did not mandate 
a specific test for each condition, instead 
leaving up to the individual states the man- 
ner in which the ultimate determination of 
mental retardation should be made. 

In an unrelated case, the CCA expanded 
the adaptive skills prong to include a list of 
seven factors it deemed worthy of consider- 
ation - a list known as the Briseno factors, 
named after the case under which they 
were devised. According to the CCA, fact- 
finders should consider: 1) whether those 
who knew the defendant best “during the 
developmental stage” - family, friends, 
teachers, employers - “think he was men- 
tally retarded”; 2) whether the defendant 
has “formulated plans and carried them 
through”; 3) whether a defendant is a “lead- 
er” or a follower; 4) whether a defendant’s 
conduct in response to “external stimuli is 
rational . . . regardless of whether it is social- 
ly acceptable”; 5) whether a defendant 
responds “rationally and on point” in 
response to oral or written questions; 6) 
whether a defendant can “hide facts or lie 
effectively in his own or others’ interests”; 
and, importantly, 7) whether the commis- 
sion of the crime in question required “fore- 
thought, planning, and complex execution.” 

To Orlansky and others, including Stei- 
ker, the use of the Briseno factors has, in 
effect, turned the Atkins ruling on its ear, 
taking the determination of mental retarda- 
tion out of the realm of science, the basis of 
the AAIDD and APA definitions and tests 
for mental retardation, and into the realm 
of subjective considerations - where the 
nature of a person’s abilities, instead of his 
deficits, and the nature of a defendant’s 
crime, overshadow clinical considerations.

Steiker does not mince words: He says the 
CCA devised the Briseno factors “really, out 
of whole cloth, to focus on criminal conduct 
and not the person’s impairment.” 

In sum, critics of the CCA and its Briseno 
factors argue that by supplanting scientific 
acumen with a subjective catalog of skills 
an offender may possess, the CCA’s seven- 
factor test effectively creates a class of 
defendants who may clinically be consid- 
ered mentally retarded, as discerned via 
normative testing - with IQ and other skills 
tests - but whom the state nonetheless 
deems not retarded enough to deserve 
Constitutional protection. “Briseno is say- 
ing that some mentally retarded people you 
can execute,” says David Dow, founder and 
co-director of the Texas Innocence Network 
at the University of Houston Law Center, 
who during his career has represented more 
than 100 death row inmates. “As a decision, 
[Briseno] has effectively made Atkins inap- 
plicable in Texas.” 

Blinded by the Crime 

Indeed, in Chester’s case that is exactly 
what happened, argues Orlansky. Chester’s 
mental impairment was first raised at his 
1998 sentencing hearing. The state did not 
challenge the determination, although pros- 
ecutors argued in closing before the jury that 
Chester’s mental disability might actually be 
considered an aggravating factor, warrant- 
ing his execution; the jury deliberated for 11 
minutes before sentencing Chester to death. 
After Atkins, Chester appealed his sentence, 
and the court held a four-day hearing to 
determine whether he was entitled to relief 
because of his mental retardation. 

In the end, the CCA agreed that Chester 
had “met his burden in regard to demon- 
strating significant limitations in intellec- 
tual functioning,” based on five separate IQ 
scores measured throughout his life, begin- 
ning in 1977. (The trial court judge who 
presided over the hearing had concluded 


that Chester’s IQ was probably higher than 
his tests reflected, that he was probably 
learning disabled and not retarded, and that 
his assignment to TDCJ’s Mentally Retard- 
ed Offenders Program didn’t mean he was 
actually retarded.) The CCA agreed with the 
trial court, ruling that Chester had not satis- 
fied several of the Briseno factors. According 
to the court, Chester had been able to con- 
verse well with a state-hired expert during 
an interview, his actions were not “entirely 
impulsive,” and his crimes “demonstrated 
forethought, planning, and complex execu- 
tion of purpose.” Although Chester’s 
defense offered evidence of Chester’s adap- 
tive functioning deficits based on standard- 
ized tests and definitions provided by the 
AAIDD, the trial court did not address any 
of the clinical standards in its ruling, 
instead focusing entirely on the Briseno fac- 
tors. That was enough for the CCA, which in 


its opinion denying Chester relief, focused 
extensively on the facts of his crimes. “It’s 
all about his crimes,” says Orlansky. 

Of course, that mentally retarded defen- 
dants might commit heinous crimes is a 
given; if they didn’t, Dow notes, there would 
be no need for the Supreme Court to weigh 
in and place a ban on the execution of men- 
tally disabled defendants. And that those 
crimes may reflect some aspects of fore- 
thought or planning certainly isn’t odd 
either; that was exactly the case with the 
abduction and robbery that originally sent 
Atkins to death row. “The whole problem is, 


frankly, that lots of these guys, mentally 
retarded or not mentally retarded, are not 
sympathetic characters,” says Dow. And 
courts and jurors “are blinded by what they 
did,” and not who they are. (Research being 
conducted at University of Houston reflects 
that when jurors are asked first about 
whether there is mitigating evidence in a 
case, and then specifically about whether 
the defendant is retarded, jurors “always 
answer no,” Dow says.) 

Who Needs Experts? 

Steiker says the state has misinterpreted 
a line in Atkins in order to claim authority 
to ignore the clinical in favor of the subjec- 
tive standard for mental retardation, to 
allow it to decide which impaired defen- 
dants should remain eligible for execution. 
“Not all people who claim to be mentally 
retarded will be so impaired as to fall within 


the range of mentally retarded offenders 
about whom there is a national consensus,” 
reads Stevens’ opinion. In context, Steiker 
says it is obvious what the sentence means: 
That not everyone who claims to be men- 
tally impaired is actually mentally impaired. 

Texas, however, appears to interpret the 
sentence differently, to mean that there are 
classes of impairment - some too impaired 
to die and others intellectually disabled yet 
nonetheless culpable. “Most Texas citizens 
might agree that Steinbeck’s Lennie [in Of 
Mice and Men] should, by virtue of his lack 
of reasoning ability and adaptive skills, be 


exempt,” Judge Cathy Cochran wrote for 
the CCA in Briseno. “We, however, must 
define that level and degree of mental retar- 
dation at which a consensus of Texas citi- 
zens would agree that a person should be 
exempted from the death penalty.” 

The Supreme Court “did say it would 
leave it to the states to [devise] procedures” 
for implementing Atkins, says Steiker, and 
diverse approaches to administering it have 
cropped up. Yet only in Texas has that 
meant adopting a test for retardation that is 
not based on the scientific understanding of 
what is, at its core, a medical term, Steiker 
and others argue. There are different bur- 
dens of proof - as in Georgia, where a defen- 
dant must prove impairment beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt instead of by a preponderance 
of the evidence (that standard has caused its 
own legal wrangling) - but that is “just a part 
of federalism,” says Steiker. But under the 
CCA’s rulings, Texas is “actively ... narrow- 
ing the substantial reach of [Atkins] under 
the guise of procedural diversity.” 

That is not so, the state has argued, 
including in Chester’s case. The court left 
to Texas the job of defining “terms of 
medical nature that have legal signifi- 
cance,” and in the case of mental retarda- 
tion, that means leeway in determining 
who is mentally retarded, Klusmann wrote 
in response to Chester’s 2012 appeal. 
Indeed, Klusman notes that the Briseno 
factors were crafted from language that 
Stevens used in his Atkins opinion to 
describe certain diminished capacities 
associated - even by professionals within 
the AAIDD - with the intellectually dis- 
abled; as such, Texas rulings about men- 
tally retarded offenders “remain faithful to 
the principles identified in Atkins,” she 
wrote. “Chester’s argument would take the 
decision of whether a defendant is mental- 
ly retarded out of the hands of the fact- 
finder and place it into the hands of medi- 
cal professionals.” And that is not the stan- 


The Supreme Court left it to the states to devise procedures 
to decide questions about mental retardation. Yet only in

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dard that the Supreme Court has required, 
the state argues. “For this reason, it is left 
to judges and juries to decide mental retar- 
dation based on the facts presented by the 
parties. They are not bound by a clinical 
diagnosis from an expert.” Asked to elabo- 
rate, the attorney general’s office declined 
to comment either on Chester’s case or on 
the larger issue of how Texas implements 
the requirements of Atkins. 

Of course, leaving the decision of who is 
intellectually disabled to fact-finders, who 
may use or ignore whatever evidence they 
choose, renders very inconsistent results. 
Consider the case of Juan Lizcano, tried for 
capital murder in the 2005 shooting death of 
Dallas Police Officer Brian Jackson. At his 
trial, Lizcano’s defense offered expert testi- 
mony undisputed by the state that Lizcano 
had never scored higher than 62 on an IQ test 
and had major deficits in adaptive function- 
ing - including that he couldn’t dress or bathe 
himself appropriately, and that his communi- 
cation skills were equivalent to those of an 
eight- or 10-year-old. Instead of expert testi- 
mony, the state countered with lay opinions: 
A jailer said that Lizcano kept his cell tidy; a 
used car salesman said he detected nothing 
wrong with Lizcano that would’ve kept him 
from selling the defendant a pickup truck. 
Lizcano was sentenced to death. 

For Chester, the clock is running out. 
Unless the Board of Pardons and Paroles 
recommends relief, and Perry agrees, he 
will be put to death next Wednesday eve- 
ning, April 24. That Chester’s crime spree 
left fear and devastation in its wake is clear; 
what is not so clear, says Orlansky, is 
whether Chester’s execution is legal. Ches- 
ter has “a real ugly set of crimes behind 
him,” she says. But that is not enough to 
confirm his mental culpability - and that’s 
precisely why the Supreme Court issued 
the ban. With its processes, she says, Texas 
has made mental retardation “almost an 
empty set.” ■ 
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An Arbitrary Nation: 
Parti 


The Constitution of the United States - 
read it lately? 

Perhaps not. 

We’ll start with the amendments, but 
first: my purpose. This series of columns is 
called “An Arbitrary Nation” because it will 
demonstrate that our Constitution is no lon- 
ger a functioning document of law. Instead, 
we are governed today by an arbitrary legal 
hodgepodge that is arbitrarily applied with 


scant regard for constitutionality or any 
coherent code of principles. This state of 
affairs bears no resemblance to what we 
mean by the rule of law in a nation of laws. 

Taken alone, any particular item of what 
follows might be thought an anomaly; take 
them together, and what you see is disinte- 
gration - a political entity strained and 
breaking at almost every point, too crippled 
to fix itself.

What to do about it? I have no idea. But I 
know this: It is idiotic to speak and think 
about American politics as though our sys- 
tem is what it was 20 years ago. Worse than 
idiotic - delusional. 

Sound extreme? Well, here we go: 

The First Amendment: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
Government for a redress of grievances.” 
Item 1: I was about to write the phrase 
“literate citizens,” but it’s worth mention- 
ing at the outset that there are fewer and 
fewer of such people in this country, and 
that, though I keep my vocabulary on the 
street, there are many, many thousands of 
fellow citizens unable to read this or any 
serious article - a well-documented 
fact which, all by itself, wounds 
the body politic terribly. 

Back to Item 1: Literate 
citizens who followed the 
2012 elections know that 
the Supreme Court blew 
up the floodgates and let 
loose millions in “dark 
money” and “super PAC” 
contributions, giving any- 
one with the cash the 
power to influence any elec- 
tion anywhere in the country. 

It should go without saying 
that your vote loses its weight and 
your voice loses its strength when local 
elections are no longer truly local. Yes, 
we’ve let this gradually happen nationwide, 
and we take it for granted. But is it democ- 
racy when factions far from home wield 
heavy power in your district? 

What the Supreme Court did was to 
equate free speech with the money to buy a 
venue for free speech. It’s official now: 
Speech equals money. So the court did not 
technically abridge freedom of speech. 
Instead, it turned up the volume on monied 
speech to a deafening roar. It didn’t abridge, 
but it did corrupt. The Court used a law to 
diminish a law and drain the First 
Amendment’s potency. 

Item 2: The New York Times, August 2, 
2012: “In response to recent ... disclosures 
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about the so-called kill list of terrorist sus- 
pects designated for drone strikes and 
other intelligence matters, the Senate 
Intelligence Committee has approved mis- 
guided legislation that would severely chill 
news coverage of national security issues.” 
This legislation was “drafted in secret with- 
out public hearings.” 

So it came to pass that, without fanfare or 
protest, the Intelligence Authorization Act 
for Fiscal Year 2013 got signed into law by 
President Obama during the last week of 
last year, rife with all the features that the 
Times feared. 

The bill “designates [that] only the 
Director or Deputy Director of intelligence 
community elements and their designated 
public affairs staff may provide background 
or off-the-record information regarding 
intelligence activities to the media. 
Requests that DNI [Director 
of National Intelligence] 
publish specific require- 
ments for personnel with 
access to classified 
information, to include 
non-disclosure agree- 
ments, prepublication 
review, and disciplin- 
ary actions. Requires 
the Attorney General to 
report back to the com- 
mittee on the effective- 
ness of and improvements 
for investigating and prose- 
cuting unauthorized disclosures” 
(“Intelligence Authorization Legislation: 
Status and Challenges,” Congressional 
Research Service, posted March 25). 

As the Times pointed out when the bill 
was drafted, “There is no exception carved 
out for whistle-blowers or other news media 
contacts that advance the public’s aware- 
ness of government operations, including 
incidents of waste, fraud and abuse in the 
intelligence sphere.” 

Technically, the law isn’t about the press. 
It’s about government employees. But it 
drastically restricts press access and wid- 
ens the ever-growing gap between this 
government and its citizens. 

Congress and the president used a 
law to diminish a law and drain the 
First Amendment. 
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Item 3: Tarek Mehanna - an American 
citizen, American-born, who has a bad case 
of ugly beliefs. Until Mehanna was arrested, 
tried, and sentenced in Boston last year, 
ugly beliefs (in fact, all beliefs) were pro- 
tected by the First Amendment. 

“... Mr. Mehanna’ s conviction was based 
largely on things he said, wrote and trans- 
lated. Yet that speech was not prosecuted 
according to the ... standard of ... ‘immi- 
nent lawless action’ but according to the 
much more troubling standard of having 
the intent to support a foreign terrorist 
organization. ... Mr. Mehanna’s crimes were 
speech crimes, even thought crimes. ... 
[The prosecutor actually said] that ‘it’s not 
illegal to watch something on television. It 
is illegal, however, to watch something in 
order to cultivate your desire, your ideolo- 
gy.’ In other words, viewing perfectly legal 
material can become a crime with nothing 
other than a change of heart” ( The New 
York Times, April 21, 2012). 

Mehanna drew a 17-year sentence. He’s 
been in jail a year. The American Civil 
Liberties Union is appealing. We’ll see. But 
note: An American citizen has been in jail 
for a year because he studied and expressed 
his beliefs. 

The Second Amendment: “A well-regu- 
lated Militia, being necessary to the securi- 
ty of a free State, the right of the people to 
keep and bear Arms, shall not be infringed.” 

Full disclosure: I don’t and won’t own 
a gun. 

That said, the Second Amendment comes 
second because we wouldn’t have a country 
if the American colonists hadn’t been an 
armed citizenry. It’s not about our right to 
shoot rabbits or burglars. It’s about our 
right to fight oppressive rulers. 

It’s also about what “militia” meant in 
1787. The Oxford English Dictionary cites 
the old U.S. definition from 1890’s The 
Century Dictionary: “The whole body of 
men declared by law amenable to military 
service, without enlistment, whether armed 
and drilled or not.” “Militia” meant men of 
age for military service, rather than a fed- 
eral- or state-controlled outfit. 

Notice that the amendment does begin 
with “well-regulated.” Not just regulated, 
but regulated well. The Framers of the 
Constitution never heard of cowboys 
because cowboys didn’t exist in 1787 - but 
the Framers, peace-loving revolutionaries 
to a man, didn’t want cowboy militias screw- 
ing up their one-of-a-kind experiment in 
small-“r” republican democracy. 

Gun control is constitutional; so is pack- 
ing heavy ordnance. 

Ah, those Framers. What a sense 
of humor. 

If anything in this column has upset you, 
here’s some good news: 

Nobody has screwed with the Third 
Amendment, and I’m certain nobody’s 
gonna: “No Soldier shall, in time of peace 
be quartered in any house, without the con- 
sent of the Owner, nor in time of war, but in 
a manner to be prescribed by law.” 

Feel better now?

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‘Austin Is a Place (You Are Here)’ 

THEATRE EN BLOC SPARKS A CONVERSATION ABOUT THE CITY’S GROWTH ON 


THE GATEWAY TO THE EASTSIDE 

“Our whole thing is that art doesn’t change a damn thing,” 
Derek Kolluri, co-director of Theatre en Bloc, says when talk- 
ing about his company’s new play, Austin Is a Place (You Are 
Here). It’s an unexpected point from a theatremaker who has 
spent the last several years putting active, politically minded 
work on Austin stages, but Kolluri isn’t a pessimist. 

“Art doesn’t change anything, but people do. And art can 
affect people,” he says. So he and co-director Jenny Lavery 
have placed Austin Is A Place - a devised piece of theatre 
about the changes to the city as it’s grown over the past 
decade - in a spot where it might affect the widest swath of 
people: right at Austin’s gentrification ground zero, the gate- 
way to the Eastside on 1-35 between 11th and 12th streets, 
next to the bingo hall and Mexitas Mexican Restaurant. 

That location isn’t exactly a stranger to theatre - last year, 
during Fusebox, 600 Highwaymen staged an interpretation of 
Death of a Salesman in the bingo hall - but it’s safe to say 
they’re not well-acquainted. “One reason we wanted to be in 
this space, specifically, is that it gives us access to a crowd 
that doesn’t normally go to the theatre,” Lavery says of the 
company’s decision to reach out to the owners of a ware- 
house between the bingo hall and the restaurant. 

Those same owners operate all three spaces, in fact, and 
Kolluri says that the play’s subject matter made it easy for 
them to agree to house the production. “The people we’ve 


been in contact with are really trying to preserve that spot. 

It’s a community space for people who don’t have much 
money,” he explains. “They were really excited about this 
because they’re pretty influential community leaders, and this 
is a play that touched close for them.” 

The play may resonate with a number of Austinites - both 
the longstanding and the new. (Kolluri and Lavery both moved 
here in 2009.) As part of the process, they conducted 
“between 70 and 100 interviews” with residents, ranging 
from longtime Eastsiders to City Council members, undocu- 
mented workers and homeless men and women to city plan- 
ners. The result, according to Lavery, is a piece that deals 
with the questions about Austin’s growth that are on so many 
lips these days - without offering easy answers. “We didn’t 
want to necessarily provide answers, because if there were 
answers, this would be solved,” she laughs. “There are a lot 
of people who are acting in what they think are Austin’s best 
interests, from their own perspective. We wanted to just 
shine a light on some of those various perspectives and start 
a conversation around it with diverse communities and look 
at where we go from here.” 

To that end, Theatre en Bloc is working with the venues’ 
owners to enhance the opportunities for the play’s audiences 
and the communities that congregate at the bingo hall and 
Mexitas to intermingle. “There’ll be ticket deals - if you have 



a played bingo card or a receipt from Mexitas, you get in for 
very little. We’re working with the owners to really reach that 
community.” That desire to mix the Austin theatre audience 
with the patrons of the establishments on 11th and 12th 
Streets is a two-way street as well. 

“They want to make sure that people with programs from 
our show have a way to become a part of their community,” 
Kolluri says of the owners of the venue. “Art can affect peo- 
ple. If what you create asks something of people that they 
think is achievable - ‘I can play bingo,’ ‘I can go see this 
play’ - then hopefully you’re creating a synthesis.” And, at the 
very least, Kolluri and Lavery are trying to create that synthe- 
sis in the right place. - Dan Solomon

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ly says of her Enfield apartment. “The normal place to have a living room is my studio.” Lit by a 
photographer’s lamp, Chiles’ work space is full without being cluttered. A metal flat file, raised 
from the ground, sits catty-cornered to Chiles’ substantial photo printer. On her worktable, the 
requisite desktop Mac is surrounded with craft supplies and books. Most things in Chiles’ apart- 
ment - and this extends to her photography practice as well - have a relationship with the natu- 
ral world: indoor plants, an Eadweard Muybridge Animal Locomotion print, vegetal curtains, and 
Luther (a charming, vocal cat). She is also a member of the Lakes Were Rivers collective, a 
group of 11 artists working primarily in photography. On the day I interviewed Chiles, she was 
preparing to drop off work for the collective’s summer exhibition at the Harry Ransom Center.

Austin Chronicle: Did this exhibition come out of the 
show you all did for the East Austin Studio Tour a cou- 
ple of years ago? How did it evolve? 

Elizabeth Chiles: At our Lakes Were Rivers meet- 
ing, someone suggested doing something with the 
HRC. We asked the curators if we could each pick 
an image from the archives to pair with our own 
work. They said yes. It wasn’t really a big deal. 

AC: Well , I thought it was kind of a big deal. I remem- 
ber running around EAST and thinking there wasn't 
much weight to what I was seeing. A lot of indepen- 
dent artists selling their own work , which is great , but 
nothing with an internal ownership and sense of how 
their work hooks into histories of image-making. You 
guys were doing that; that's a big deal. 



light and our perception of it, and issues of 
causality, patterning, and mimesis. 

AC: Are there going to be works from the 
archives hung right next to works that the col- 
lective creates? 

EC: Instead of diptychs, a lot of stuff will be 
off the wall in groups or vignettes. 

AC: What was it like relocating your practice 
to the Reading Room of the HRC? That’s a 
very specific space - quiet and reverent. Lots 
of studious folks. 

EC: My experience at the HRC felt very intui- 
tive. It’s as if I had to hit the door just right 
or know the secret pass code. Sometimes I 
would stumble upon something even more 
interesting than I had set out to see. I would 
casually make notes about the things I 
found, and then, a week later when I went 
back, I couldn’t locate them again! In some 
ways, that’s analogous to working in the stu- 
dio. I have these moments where the path to 
creating what you’re working on seems to 
simply unfold - and at other times, you can’t 
really find how to get there. Looking through 
the archives felt physical; I was imagining 
vaults and tunnels.

The Learning Curve 

Bill Hader relates his schooling in comedy at ‘SNL’

Try this for a day job: You start each week trying to come up with something new and 
funny that will make millions of Americans from coast to coast crack up in hysterics. On 
hump day, you try it out in front of your colleagues at a table read. If it flies, a day later, 
you’re blocking it. Friday, you polish it up in rehearsal. Saturday night, you sell it to the 
country in a live television broadcast, where you’re expected to measure up not only to the 
work you did the week before, but to the greatest comedic achievements in all 38 seasons 
of this cathode-ray institution. And then two days later, it’s rinse and repeat. 

No wonder Bill Hader occasionally gets a case of nerves when it’s showtime. That’s been 
the working routine for this Tulsa homeboy since the fall of 2005, when he joined 
Saturday Night Live as a regular cast member. Life in that laugh-producing pressure 
cooker has broken more than a few, but in his eight seasons on the show, Hader has 
thrived. His facility with impressions - Vincent Price, A1 Pacino, James Carville - and skill 
at creating magnetic, out-of-left-field characters - Italian talk-show host Vinny Vedecci; 
ancient, ill-tempered TV reporter Herb Welch; and everyone’s favorite NYC club kid, 
Stefon - have earned him the adulation of SNL fans everywhere and one of the few Emmy 
nominations ever bestowed on an individual performer. Hader has rarely made any stage 
appearances away from SNL, but for the Montreal Just for Laughs Festival last July, he 
hosted a showcase of stand-up comics and portrayed several of his signature characters. 
He’ll do the same as the first headliner for the second Moontower Comedy & Oddity 
Festival, which gave the Chronicle a chance to ask him about his day job. 


Austin Chronicle : How has this season of 
SNL been for you? With the cast changes - 
Kristen Wiig and Andy Samberg leaving - 
has it been different from previous seasons? 
Bill Hader: Oh yeah. Coming back and not 
having them there was definitely different, 
because we all came in together. I feel like I 
was really part of an era at the show, with 
the Digital Shorts and Wiig and all the stuff 
with Tina [Fey] playing Palin. You know, 
I’ve been there for eight years and all of 
these big milestones happened. Now with 
all the new people who have been there for 
a couple of seasons - Vanessa Bayer and 
Taran Killam and Bobby Moynihan and Jay 
Pharoah and Kate McKinnon and Cecily 
[Strong] and Aidy [Bryant] and Tim 
[Robbins] - I’m like suddenly the elder 


statesman. I’m excited to be working with 
these guys and also letting this be their 
time. They’re so funny; they’re so good. 
And it’s a different voice. The time before 
we showed up was another voice, and that’s 
what’s so cool about the show. 

AC: Each era of SNL seems to develop its 
own rhythm based on the cast members’ 
characters and skills. Has the rhythm from 
the era with Kristen and Andy and the rest 
of you shifted this season? With these new 
voices coming forward, are the writers look- 
ing for ways to change the rhythm? 

BH: No, it’s never a conscious thing. At 
least, I don’t see it that way. It’s like, here’s 
what these people bring to the table. What 
are their strengths? And you write to that, 
and then it just changes. It’s like a recipe: 


You put the same stuff in it, and the specific 
[taste], that’s the properties of that food; you 
take that out and put in new ingredients, 
and it becomes a different thing. That’s all it 
is. It’s exciting, you know. It’s cool to see 
stuff like Vanessa Bayer play Jacob, a little 
Jewish boy, on the Christmas episode of 
“[Weekend] Update.” I loved watching that. 
Her confidence in letting things just sit 
there for a while. I really dug that. And 
Cecily and Aidy, their character stuff. Kate 
McKinnon, the voices and stuff that she 
does - it’s just cool seeing these people 
come in and immediately get it. 

AC: Did you have that experience, or was 
there more of a learning curve? 

BH: Oh, way more of a learning curve. I don’t 
think I felt comfortable in what I brought to 
the table, so to speak, until my third or fourth 
season. I tried a lot of things at the table on 
Wednesday that didn’t work, and it was just 
finding your groove - and learning. I was 
learning how to write sketch comedy. You 
have what you find funny and you naturally 
gravitate to, and then there’s SNL, and SNL 
has its thing, what it finds funny as a show. It 
always has its own voice. It took me three or 
four seasons to find that Venn diagram where 
they overlapped. The big thing for me was 
“The Vinny Vedecci Show.” I was like, “Okay, 
it’s a talk show, it’s presentational, it lets the 
audience in, but it’s also very strange.” 
Everyone’s smoking cigarettes, and there’s an 
ostrich, but there are jokes in it, hard jokes. 
The first couple of Vincent Price [sketches], I 
don’t think there were any jokes, just me say- 
ing weird phrases, and it was all kind of bon- 
kers. I was just trying to figure it out. 


AC: Was the Vincent Price sketch something 
that got closer to what SNL does that works? 
BH: Yeah. [SNL Producer] Lome [Michaels] 
taught me a big thing with that one, ’cause 
the first time we wrote it - me and Matt 
Murray wrote it - we had Vincent Price like 
Vincent Price is in all those great movies. 
He’s mean to people. He might have tor- 
tured somebody. It was him having his 
own Thanksgiving Day special and going, 
“You’re going to the pit” and stuff, and we 
did it at the table and everyone laughed 
and thought it was great. So we blocked it 
on Thursday, and I remember Friday 
night, the night before the show, at mid- 
night, I get a call saying, “Lome wants to 
see you and Matt.” Lome brought us into 
his office, and he had the sketch in front of 
him, and he went, “This makes no sense. 
Why would anyone go on this show if he’s 
just going to torture and beat the shit out 
of them and be terrible to them?” And I’m 
like, “It’s comedy. It’s weird. Because we 
find it funny.” And he was like, “No, there 
has to be logic behind this thing. I think 
what this needs to be is, he wants to have a 
nice show, and all the guests are ruining it 
for him. He wants people to come on and 
have a good time, and then they come in 
and they’re drunk and they’re assholes and 
they’re insane. That way you’re funny, 
you’re driving it, but everyone else gets to 
be funny instead of just being yelled at, 
and it has a logic to it.” And I went, “Oh, 
okay. I get that.” The first two or three sea- 
sons was learning lessons like that. People 
think, “Oh, I can just come in and write 
SNL and be fine,” and you’re like, “Nah 
nah nah, it’s its own beast.” The new peo- 
ple coming in are getting that way quicker 
than I did. I’m so impressed with all of 
them. They just understand immediately 
how to make it work. 

AC: Are show nights still nerve-racking? 
BH: Oh yeah. It’s nerve-racking now in a 
more excited way as opposed to “I can’t 
sleep Friday night.” I sleep fine now, but 
like the Justin Timberlake episode, I was 
the game show host in that one sketch, 
and I just ran my lines a lot because I go, 
“Man, this is a really big sketch. We have 
the Dick in a Box guys, we have the Wild 
and Crazy Guys,” so I put pressure on 
myself to be steady. 

One of our stage managers, Chris Kelly, 
was like, “I was backstage before a sketch, 
and you were muttering to yourself, ‘Why 
do I keep putting myself through this?’ 
then you went out and it went great.” I do 
get nervous, ’cause it’s a little of that rub- 
bing your stomach and patting your head at 
the same time thing. I’m trying to maintain 
a voice and a character but at the same time 
not just deliver jokes but sell them, so it has 
to have a very specific rhythm to it. In my 
mind I’m doing these two things at the

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same time. So I tend to run my lines a lot, 
’cause I’ve got to know what the hell I’m 
gonna do, and also [know] the thing that 
[I’m] just gonna throw out when [I] get out 
there and be like, “Yeah, you planned this, 
but fuck it. See what happens now. You 
know this. You’re fine. You can do whatever 
the hell you want.” To get myself out of my 
head, I’ll do things that I haven’t planned or 
thought of -just little things that maybe no 
one even notices. To go, “Don’t be too 
rigid,” which was always a problem I had. I 
was very rigid and would work on every lit- 
tle move. Doing “Update” features really 
helped loosen me up. It’s just you behind a 
desk, you’re looking right down the barrel, 
everyone’s seeing you, so there’s nothing 
you can do about it. [Laughs] Like we were 
doing the James Carville thing, and I start- 
ed doing all these weird things with my 
hands, and I was like, “None of this was 
planned. I’m just doing this now, in the 
moment.” And that was - it sounds corny to 
say the word “breakthrough,” but it was. It 
was like, “Oh yeah, I can do that.” 

AC: Would you rather he in a sketch with 
people than he alone in the spotlight? 

BH: No, I like it now. There was a time 
when I had a real problem with it, but now 
I’m fine with it, and I’ll go out and do things 
and have fun and just mess around. ■

Mad Beat Hip & Gone 

Zach’s Topfer Theatre , 202 S. Lamar ; 476-0541

Possibly no image better encapsulates the 
spirit of the 1950s Beat Generation than a 
carful of kids heading west, away from their 
pasts and in search of something unknown. 
The world premiere of Steven Dietz’s Mad Beat 
Hip & Gone at Zach Theatre is largely built 
around this notion of being strung between 
two places, never quite at home in either. 

Danny (Jacob Trussell) and Rich (Jon Cook) 
are two fictional young guys who are out one 
night at a bar in Cheyenne on the same night 
that Jack Kerouac happens to be passing 
through. Kerouac, whom we never actually see 
onstage, cock-blocks Danny and then heads 
out of town. Danny and Rich decide to follow 
after Kerouac and his buddies to give them a 
piece of their mind, and they find themselves 
pulled after the Beat writers like tin cans tied to 
their back bumper. On the way, they meet and 
both fall for Honey (Erin Barlow), who has taken 
up with the Beats as she searches for her own 
answers: why her mother disappeared first from 
a seemingly normal life, and then again off the 
side of the Golden Gate Bridge, leaving behind 
only a map for her daughter to follow. 

Seeing average guys like Danny and Rich 
swept up in the same cultural storm as the 
Beats and then deposited in very different plac- 
es, is an interesting concept. The actors draw 
out the story well, as directed by Dietz. Trussell 
especially does fine work in navigating the 
divergent performance styles called for in the 
play: realistic dialogue (one of Dietz’s strengths 
as a writer) and seemingly extemporaneous 
poetry, with a saxophone playing along (played 
by the awesomely named Topaz McGarrigle). 

The story itself is not so clear. The chal- 
lenge inherent in writing a coherent stage play

around the Beat Generation, whose prose 
and poetry wanders in an experimental amble 
across the page, is obvious. How do you pin 
a story down in a context that resisted being 
pinned down? Do you imitate their poetry or 
make it about their lives? Despite the semi- 
autobiographical nature of Kerouac’s writing, 
doing both is not easy. As a result, Mad Beat 
Hip & Gone comes off as less cohesive than 
might be helpful for a space as open as the 
Topfer. Equally, the set (Michael Raiford) and 
lights (Michelle Habeck) create interesting 
movement in the space, like major pieces 
that fly in on the diagonal. But by the end, the 
space remains hazy and poorly defined. 

Mad Beat Hip & Gone is perhaps best con- 
sidered as an experiment. The writing of the 
Beats has its place in American literary his- 
tory, although rarely are the writers considered 
among our greatest. Similarly, Mad Beat Hip 
& Gone is an effort at reaching into an artistic 
territory that is different than most of Zach’s 
productions, and arguably different than a lot of 
Dietz’s work. What ideas might be opened up 
as a result could wind up being more significant 
than the play on its own. - Elizabeth Cobbe

The Austin Chamber Music Center’s String 
Theory marked a sort of homecoming for vio- 
linist Stephanie Sant’Ambrogio, who currently 
teaches at the University of Nevada, Reno, 
but was at one time the concertmaster of the 
San Antonio Symphony. She was originally 
slated to perform with ACMC Artistic Director 
Michelle Schumann, but when Schumann 
became pregnant with a due date within days 
of the concert, Butler School of Music piano 
professor Gregory Allen was recruited to pro- 
vide his masterful collaborative spirit for the 
evening. (By the way, Schumann gave birth to 
Ivy Elizabeth Orem on April 4.) 

The program included three very dif- 
ferent sonatas. The first work was Franz 
Schubert’s Duo for Violin and Piano in A 
Major. When the audience clapped after 
the first movement, instead of responding 
with a condescending glare, Sant’Ambrogio 
graciously remarked, “Well, really, when 
the audience claps, the musician feels very 


The Importance 
of Being Earnest

If the current Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre production of The Importance of 
Being Earnest is any indication, Richard 
Robichaux is a master conductor. Yes, I 
grant you, this term is typically reserved for 
those with coattails and batons. But Oscar 
Wilde’s scherzo of a text is molded here 
with such finesse as to prove Robichaux’s 
consummate musicianship - so much so 
that I couldn’t help but feel as though I 
were attending an evening at the symphony. 

And for good reason. Wilde’s late 19th 
century play frolics through high society 
with an inherent lyricism. Just as compos- 
ers use markings to communicate to musi- 
cians how to play their notes, Wilde does 
for his actors - often with a great degree of 
subtlety and subtext. Robichaux makes the 
most of every nuance in this fresh produc- 
tion of the classic comedy, and his ensem- 
ble - overflowing with extraordinary talent 
- follows suit. Jon Richardson and Josean 
Rodriguez (as Jack and Algernon, respec- 
tively) bound with youthful energy as they 
orchestrate their mischievous schemes, 
and Gwendolen and Cecily - the objects of 
their desires - are rendered with just the 
right Victorian overtones by Hannah Marie 
Fonder and Sophia Franzella. As usual, 
MMNT has rounded up a smashing handful 
of Austin theatre’s finest as Equity Guest 
Artists, including Irene White as the myste- 
rious Ms. Prism and Chronicle Arts Editor 
Robert Faires as her cheery Chasuble. But 
it is Barbara Chisholm as Lady Bracknell 
who racks up the most rolling-in-the-aisles 
points as she drolly and severely delivers 
some of Wilde’s best bits of dialogue. 

The design elements of MMNT shows 
often receive praise, and it’s again easy 
to see why. la Enstera’s stark white, highly 



architectural set is yet another winner in 
the designer’s impressive oeuvre, and 
the splashes of bright color with which it 
is adorned throughout serve as a visual 
analog of the production’s freshness. 
Stephen Pruitt’s lighting skillfully brings 
out the riches in T’Cie Mancuso’s exqui- 
site costumes. Similar to an orchestra’s 
wide spectrum of available tone colors, 
the design work here sparkles and glistens 
in counterpoint to the melodious quality of 
the play’s direction and execution. 

The experience of attending such a well- 
made production of a well-made play felt 
all the more fulfilling on Saturday night 
thanks to the packed house. It’s rare to 
encounter a full house in Austin theatre, 
and this one included some of the most 
highly regarded theatre professionals in 
this market, to boot. It was truly a lively, 
rousing experience shared communally. 

Of his pianistic rendition near the top of 
the play, Algernon remarks, “I don’t play 
accurately - anyone can play accurately 
- but I play with wonderful expression.” 

Not only is this production of Earnest won- 
derfully expressed, but it is played with a 
remarkable accuracy not to be missed.

happy!” This statement prompted a room 
full of applause, setting an intimate tone 
for the rest of the concert. The “Scherzo” 
movement was especially effective - the 
nuanced returns to the tempo were unex- 
pected and witty. The lyrical “Andantino” 
provided ample opportunity for melodic 
beauty, particularly for Allen, whose endless 
phrases had a vocal quality. 

The five-movement Sonata for Violin and 
Piano by the young Turkish composer Fazil 
Say capitalizes on a range of extended 
techniques - from both the violinist and pia- 
nist - to create a range of unconventional 
tonal effects. In the second movement, 
“Grotesque,” the composer instructs the 
pianist to place a box of coins on the lowest 
strings in order to generate a rattling sound 
that emphasizes the jazzy syncopations. The 
third movement was a fiery and virtuosic 
barrage of lightning-fast bowings and double- 
stops, handled easily by Sant’Ambrogio’s 


impressive and dexterous technique. The 
fourth movement, based on a traditional 
Turkish poem, featured ghastly violin harmon- 
ics and a cadenzalike passage of stopped 
piano (the strings were dampened with one 
hand and played with the other to create this 
sound). The final movement, “Melancholy,” 
struck me as uninteresting on first listen. 
However, when it was repeated verbatim, it 
sounded more fresh. 

In the first few movements of the final 
piece, Brahms’ Sonata for Violin and Piano, 
the duo’s approach was a bit reserved, but by 
the last movement, Sant’Ambrogio and Allen 
really let it rip. I only wish they had started 
with that wonderful energy. Nonetheless, the 
richness of both violin and piano sound made 
it hardly something to complain about. This 
was all in all a generous performance from 
the duo and one of the most enjoyable recit- 
als I’ve heard in recent months.

Slow Money Austin

CONNECTING THE GREEN DREAMS OF SLOW 
FOOD CHAMPIONS TO FINANCIERS

The dueling sides of the entrepreneurial coin catalyze change in 
the current state of food industry affairs. Both fledgling and veteran 
businesses alike face difficult-to-navigate red tape when designed to 
shake up the status quo of large-scale conventional food structures. 
Agricultural economic policies are particularly cumbersome, with 
small, sustainable food enterprises facing large foes in fast food and 
Big Ag. In response, a food industry renaissance blossomed in the 
late 1980s, with the radical concept of returning to food and busi- 
ness practices our grandparents would recognize - in short, to slow 
down the fast-paced food world. 

Slow Food is a term coined to encompass the principles of the grass- 
roots movement geared toward more sustainable and accessible healthy 
food systems across the globe. Slow Money organizations originated a 
few decades later as a partial solution to the related socioeconomic and 
cultural factors shaping the patterns of global food systems, especially 
where environment and local communities are concerned. Slow Money 
bridges the gap between green dreams and financial investors. 

Slow Money Austin, a 501(c)(3) nonprofit inspired by the national 
Slow Money and Slow Food movements, seeks to facilitate the success 
and growth of sustainable food systems in Central Texas. Every cog in 
the wheel is important, and individuals whose entrepreneurial spirits 
coincide with a passion for improving every step of the food system 
may find assistance in the Slow Money Alliance. Education, outreach, 
activities, assistance with loans and legalities, and a support system

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are available to like-minded individuals - that is, anyone interested in 
receiving financial help pursuing a business model that contributes pos- 
itively to the improvement of global and local food systems. 

In addition to regular meetings and community-building events, 
Slow Money Austin hosted the 2013 Spring Video Pitchfest and 
Potluck at Reclaimed Space/Sustain Center in late March. The 
friendly competition sought short video contributions from local entre- 
preneurs dedicated to sustainability. Six finalists’ submissions were 
selected, and these businesses will work with professional videogra- 
phers to develop full-length videos and participate in the Texas Green 
Network’s Earth Day Austin 2013 event on April 20, noon-7pm, at the 
Browning Flangar at Mueller (4550 Mueller Central Dr.). Austin’s 
Earth Day Festival events include speakers such as Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and columnist Jim Flightower, live music and drum circles, 
a Kid’s Zone, local food trucks, and a variety of presentations and 
exhibitors for a day celebrating Austin’s growing commitment to sus- 
tainability.

food-o-file

The Austin Food & Wine Festival 

announced last week that the April 26-28 
event will relocate from Auditorium Shores to 
Butler Park to prevent even more wear and tear 
on the heavily used, drought-parched stretch of 
local parkland. This is welcome news to any- 
one who endured the unpleasant dust bowl at 
last year’s fest, which resulted from a windy 
day on the park’s unfortunate lunar landscape. 
After that, local promoters talked about making 
an investment in the rehabilitation of the grass 
at Auditorium Shores, but nothing seems to 
have come of that. We’ll have even more fest 
information on our blog next week. 

Ran into Karla Loeb at the recent 
Foodways Texas symposium and she shared 
preliminary information about Austin Food 
for Life, an insurance initiative she’s working 
on to develop a health care program for folks 
in the local food community. At this point, 

Loeb and fellow community food activist 
Brian Stubbs are still putting together a 
board of directors and an advisory committee 
for Food for Life, but they’re already planning 
events such as the summer Austin Food Quiz 
Bowl and a crawfish boil to help pay the medi- 
cal bills for little Alice Heard. Alice is the 
daughter of chef couple Power and Sarah 
Heard and was born with desmoid fibromato- 
sis, a rare genetic disorder that causes 
tumors. Even with insurance, her medical bills 
are already approaching $750,000. Drop by 
Lenoir (1807 S. First) on Sunday, April 28, 
between l-6pm, and plunk down $25 to enjoy 
some crawfish and live music in the backyard. 

Another prime example of someone else 
this initiative could ultimately help is Austin 
Slow Burn co-owner Jill Lewis. Lewis was 
recently diagnosed with stage III esophageal 
cancer and only has a major medical policy 
that kicks in after the patient covers the first 
$16,000 in medical bills. What with appoint- 
ments with oncologists and surgeons, diagnos- 
tic tests, scans, and consultations, it won’t 
take any time at all to hit that $16,000 mark, 
but Lewis’ illness is debilitating, and she’s not 
able to get much work done while she’s weigh- 
ing her treatment options (chemotherapy, radia- 
tion, eventual surgery). At this point, all Lewis 
asks from her legion of friends and Austin 
Slow Burn fans is good wishes for her speedy 
recovery. If and when there are plans for some- 
thing to help Lewis out, like last year’s Pies & 
Pigs for Colleen Sommers or an online fund- 
raiser like the one for Dewberry Hills Farms co- 
owner Jane Levan, you’ll read about it here. 

There will be a new addition on Manor 
Road’s busy Restaurant Row by early sum- 
mer. Edgar and Christina Torres, formerly of 
Zandunga, will open the School House Pub 
(2207 Manor) in a cleverly renovated house 
just east of his family’s Mi Madre’s restau- 
rant. The Torreses envision School House as 
a neighborhood bar with 20 Texas beers on 
tap, custom cocktails in the $7-8 price range, 
and tasty snacks. Luckily, the Torres family 
also owns the lot behind the bar for parking.

The Art of Dining 

Fusebox Festival’s Digestible Feats makes meaning 
out of meals

“Food is not just eating,” insists Hank 
Cathey, culinary arts coordinator for the 
Fusebox Festival. Indeed, in Cathey’s 
events, comestibles take flight, becoming 
words or music, paintings or performance 
pieces. As curator of Digestible Feats, 
Cathey organizes collaborations among 
chefs, writers, musicians, visual artists, and 
performers, in pieces that are “not just 
about being yummy, but about being inter- 
esting and compelling.” 

For the record, they’re yummy, too. 

Two tea ceremonies, both held at the 
Umlauf Sculpture Garden & Museum, will 
highlight food’s ritualistic purposes in dif- 
ferent cultures. Lord Wensley dale’s Last 
High Tea will present a “comedy of man- 
ners, taste, and class” - emphasis on “taste” 
- that demonstrates the social role of 
British high tea. Audiences will partake of 
delicate pastries created by Jodi Elliott of 
Foreign & Domestic while enjoying inter- 
active performances by local improv troupe 
Parallelogramophonograph. Zen Songs and 
Prayers, a more contemplative and inti- 
mate tea ritual awash in music composed 
for the occasion by Peter Stopschinski, will 
feature nondenominational prayers written 
by Kirk Lynn of the Rude Mechs. And Pop, 
Sizzle, Shatter, an expanded version of the 
Miniatures for Eating and Listening that 
chef Sonya Cote of Hillside Farmacy and 
musician-composer Graham Reynolds co- 
created, will weave the sounds of food into 
original musical compositions. The festival 
is also hosting a down-home barbecue for 
festival artists and audiences to share bris- 
ket, beer, and conversation. 


Although he is not a professional chef, 
Cathey is a self-described “avid eater and 
drinker.” Growing up in a town of 5,000 in 
North Carolina, he developed a taste for 
food that was “basic but real.” “My great- 
grandmother made bread three times a 
day, every day, for her whole life. Both of 
my grandparents maintained gardens. I 
didn’t eat green beans from a can until I 
was in college.” 

Cathey’s first foray into food as artistic 
experience came years ago, when he looked 
at the concessions for a theatrical produc- 
tion he was in. “It felt like we put all of this 
effort and time into building this show, and 
now in the lobby we’re selling Cokes and 
Snickers bars? We would talk about the 
theatre of hospitality, but it felt like we 
were dropping the ball at this point.” 
Cathey and his fellow performers noticed 
how much more welcoming the lobby 
seemed when filled with homemade pop- 
corn and lemonade. 

For Cathey, this sense of welcome and 
community is food’s most important func- 
tion. “This is how we celebrate everything. 
It’s how we learn to know each other. It’s 
where our communities gather: in bars, 
around tables. No one can’t answer the 
question: ‘What’s your favorite food?”’ 

As a matter of fact, years of discussing 
food’s role in our culture have led Cathey to 
one critical conclusion. “Corn dogs are the 
secret favorite food of America,” he says. 
“It’s not the one people think of, but when 
you ask them if they love corn dogs, they 
always say yes.” ■

Few new eateries last year generated as 
much controversy as Rosedale’s Epicerie. 
When nearby residents got wind of a restau- 
rant being built at the intersection of North 
Loop and Hancock, the Rosedale listserv 
was ablaze with chatter. Residents com- 
plained when the city granted a site plan 
exemption, despite the restaurant’s failure 
to provide adequate parking. They argued 
that the new restaurant would increase 
noise and traffic, and cause parking issues 
for residents along already vulnerable side 
streets. Chef/owner Sarah McIntosh coun- 
tered that her concept was intended to be 
low impact. The idea was a French-style 
epicerie, which is more like a small grocery 
store with a deli and limited seating. 

After months of stalled permits, the city 
finally allowed construction to move for- 
ward. The indefatigable Michael Hsu 
went to work converting the former hair 
salon into a light-infused, marble and tile 
storefront. Within days of opening, 
Epicerie was packed. Far from the prom- 
ised tienda, grocery items are mainly lim- 
ited to artisan cheeses and a few spendy 
chocolates. As neighborhood NIMBYs pre- 
dicted, most business is generated from 
the kitchen. And business has indeed 
been brisk, not just from intrepid Austin 
foodies, but from the neighborhood itself. 
It turns out that Rosedale does want a new 
restaurant after all, even if the immediate 
neighbors don’t like the traffic. Epicerie’s 
success, in spite of the initial opposition, 
highlights just how starved the Rosedale 
and nearby neighborhoods are for afford- 
able fine dining options. 

Epicerie is first and foremost a restau- 
rant. However, it shrugs the traditional full- 
service model for a more casual counter- 
service style. This is becoming increasingly 
common in new restaurants, and I confess, 
I don’t love it. At Epicerie, for instance, 
lines are long and slow, and, once you order 
at the counter, finding a table is a bit like an 
Easter egg hunt: Grab it before someone 
else does. Only the most dedicated diners

will want to brave the line twice to add that 
second glass of wine or a dessert after the 
meal. There’s no going back for more, so 
choose wisely the first time. 

For lunch or dinner, I highly recommend 
starting with the barley salad ($9.99). This 
elegant dish of vinaigrette-dressed barley 
tossed with smoked salmon, sectioned 
grapefruit, and kalamata olives set atop a 
thick smear of creme fraiche is inspired 
simplicity. Move on to the house-made 
merguez ($12.99), a grilled Moroccan beef 
and lamb sausage served with a feisty green 
olive and red pepper salad, crispy potato 
coins, and red pepper aioli. Finish off with a 
puckery lemon bar. If you stop there, you’ll 
leave completely satisfied. 

On the other hand, if you go for the 
steamed mussels ($11.99) with french fries, 
or the house-made pappardelle with butter 
and mushrooms ($12.99), you may be less 
enthused. My mussels were shriveled and 
overcooked, almost as if they had been 
cooked first, then reheated to order. The 
pappardelle was bland. The butter saucing 


was actually cold and the mushrooms 
accenting it were downright skimpy. 

Which brings me to another issue with 
Epicerie: Food can be wildly inconsistent 
here. One day you might find yourself in 
ecstasy over a luscious bowl of shrimp and 
grits, the next you’ll wonder if someone 
forgot to taste the dough for the cardboard 
flavored beignets. You may question why 
you’ve just paid $8 for a miserly plate of 
biscuits and gravy, but on your next visit 
you’ll lick your fingers after devouring an 
upscale riff on a fried oyster po’boy ($11.95). 
I believe some of these consistency issues 
can be attributed to youth. To be sure, 
Sarah McIntosh knows her way around a 
kitchen stove, having worked at Olivia and 
with Thomas Keller at Ad Hoc. However, a 
successful restaurant needs more than good 
recipes. It also needs skilled management 
both inside and outside the kitchen. 
Epicerie is still working through this part of 
the equation. And I want them to figure it 
out. Epicerie is, after all, my new neighbor- 
hood restaurant. - Rachel Feit

Swimming ‘Upstream’ 

SHANE CARRUTH ON PIGS, MONEY, AND BEING A CONTROL FREAK

Shane Carruth is nothing if not ambitious. 

It’d be impressive enough that the former engineer turned 
filmmaker took home the Grand Jury Prize at Sundance in 2004 
for his debut feature, the sci-fi/time-travel/ultra-low-budget 
Primer, which he wrote, directed, edited, scored, and starred in. 
But for his follow-up, Upstream Color, Carruth went one step fur- 
ther and took on the role of distributor as well, effectively taking 
over some portion of every step of production. 

We sat down with Carruth when he was in town for South 
by Southwest to talk about his latest, which follows two char- 
acters as they “rebuild their narrative” in a haunting life cycle 
that includes pigs, orchid harvesting, and mysterious worms. 
Complex? Maybe. But when it’s coming from someone whom 
Steven Soderbergh once described as “the illegitimate off- 
spring of David Lynch and James Cameron,” you should 
expect nothing less. 


Austin Chronicle: First thing - why pigs? 

Shane Carruth: It didn’t start with the pig. ... I knew I was 
going to have these characters and I would strip them, and 
they would have to rebuild their narrative. ... Getting there is 
where the mechanics of this weird pig-worm-orchid life cycle 
come from. ... 

So basically I’ve got to have some presence that is circling 
around this storm that our characters are ... stuck inside. 

And so, you know, I’ve got to have transference, so the physi- 
ology of a pig is very close to ours. ... There’s a lot of stuff in 
our culture already where pigs are an analog for people. Like 
Christ casting demons into our pigs, or Orwell using pigs in 
Animal Farm. And the third thing is that they’re ... the exact 
opposite of what you would want to be connected to. ... 
They’re just bits of meat that are sitting there doing nothing 
but eating all day. And so the idea that, you know, our fates 


are being aligned out in the world with these weird bits of 
livestock ... There’s something that’s just appropriate about 
that, I think. 

AC: There seems to be two competing narratives with the 
production of the film. On the one hand , you've got this 
sort of “ Shane is wearing all the hats ’’ and this singular 
vision you’re trying to get out. On the other hand , everyone 
has been talking about how David [ Lowery , Carruth’s co- 
editor] gets brought in midway through the process of 
editing , and you’ve said that he saved your life. Flow do 
you reconcile those? 

SC: It is true that I wrote all the music, it is true that I wrote 
and directed it, it is true that I am the cinematographer. ... 
Those things are true. But it’s obviously not true that I did 
everything. ... I’ve not had any kind of real collaboration 
before this, and I wasn’t seeking it out ... because, uh, I’m a 
crazy person. ... But I was losing sleep. ... So I asked him if 
he would help out, and I think we just really hit it off. ... Like 
there was a real understanding. And I think that’s maybe 
what I’m taking away from this. It’s like, if we can internalize 
this story and all get on the same page about exactly what 
it’s trying to do, then there is room to let these things happen 
and be collaborative. Because ... my job is not to be a con- 
trol freak just for the fun of it. It’s to be a control freak so 
that I make sure that every element that is in a film is point- 
ing the same direction. 

AC: Do you think it’s going to be hard to maintain the level of 
control and exactitude that you’ve exercised? 

SC: I think the answer is money. I really do. Because ... I’ve 
learned a lot, and I’m constantly having conversations about 
what about this is repeatable. Because some of it isn’t. ... 
And so honestly, a lot of the work that I do and Casey 
[Gooden, one of the film’s producers] does is ... we are mak- 
ing up for the fact that we didn’t get a ton of money for this. 
And we’re having to be as crafty and scrappy as we can. 

If we can solve that bit, and if we can just make higher-level 
decisions and pay for things to be done ... that would get rid 
of 90 percent of the workload, and then the other 10 percent, 
to be honest ... there’s just nothing wrong with that. It’s just 
fun. It’s what you would want as a filmmaker, I think. ■

All Hall ‘The Lords of Salem’ 

ROB ZOMBIE ON HIS FIFTH FEATURE, A DECADE IN THE MAKING

Rob Zombie admits it: “I’ve always been 
obsessed with the bad characters.” His first 
four turns as a film director - House of 1000 
Corpses, The Devil’s Rejects, and his Halloween 
reboots - cut open the psyches of monsters. 
But for his fifth movie, the supernatural terror 
The Lords of Salem, the metal-god-turned-mov- 
iemaker focuses on the victim, placing his 
wife Sheri Moon Zombie under hell’s hammer. 

Lords is a throwback. Zombie calls it his 
reaction against modern, glossy cinema, 
where “everyone’s 22 years old with the 
same haircut and the same clothes and the 
same way they talk, and I can’t tell anyone 
apart.” Instead, his lens settles on three late- 
night deejays in Salem, Mass.: recovering 
junkie Heidi (Sheri Moon Zombie) and the 
two Hermans - ’70s throwback Jackson (Ken 
Foree) and mild-mannered burnout Whitey 
(Jeff Daniel Phillips). They find themselves at 
the mercy of hellish forces in the home of 
the infamous Salem witch trials. “Damaged 


people are more interesting,” Zombie says. 
“Everyone I know is a mess, and the more 
[of a] front that they put up that they’re not, 
the more of a mess they are.” 

This is a story that has kept Zombie up at 
night for a long time. Sheri Moon Zombie, his 
wife and muse, recalls exactly when it first took 
root in his brain: 11 years ago, when they were 
stuck in an airport on the way to a friend’s wed- 
ding. She says, “He was bored and went to the 
gift shop and started looking up books on 
Salem.” The finished movie may have taken a 
decade to germinate, but, she says, “When a 
seed is planted in his mind for an idea, it sits 
there, grows, and when it’s ready to blossom, 
that’s when we all get the script.” 

Zombie says: “The first concepts were very 
vague. I knew I had a radio station with these 
three characters, and somewhere there was 
this witch tie-in.” First he planned a film, then 
a graphic novel, and finally, in 2006 he wrote 
a track called “The Lords of Salem” for his 



third solo album, Educated Horses. “That’s 
when I’m like, ‘I’ll make it a song. At least I 
know I’ve stamped it, [the] title. ... It’s some- 
thing.’” That song was not the last word on 
the lords, but it was a vital step on their way 
to the screen. “To me it’s important to get it 
out of the idea stage,” he says. “I had this 
idea for The Lords of Salem, but what was it 
going to be? Because an idea’s useless.” 
Zombie’s earlier movies were a graphic 
throwback to drive-in horror and grindhouse 
psychedelia: With Lords, he changes tone, 
summoning psychological terrors rather than 
shock-value gore. He shared some touch-

stones with the cast: “Polanski, Kubrick, Ken 
Russell, Bunuel,” Phillips lists off. “We’re 
both cinephiles, so he would tell me things 
that were influencing him, and I either knew 
them or I watched them.” 

With so many contemporary films depend- 
ing on jump scares, Zombie says, “It would be 
a lot easier to just have spooky witches jump- 
ing out of the dark and chasing Heidi [as] 
she’s fighting for her life.” Even though he 
knew it might alienate the audience, he 
ramped up the brooding fear rather than 
spoon-feeding them easy frights. The deciding 
moment was when he shot the first appear- 
ance of veteran TV actress Meg Foster as 
chief witch Margaret Morgan. Zombie says, 
“We were working on it, and I went, ‘This 
doesn’t work. From this moment on, anything 
that looks like it’s a jump scare or a shock 
moment, we’re taking out of the script.’” ■

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You Gotta Have the Mettle 

Legendary Texas doc ‘Hands on a Hard Body’ keeps on truckin'

Cult stars are born, not made. Sometimes 
it’s just a matter of being in the right place 
at the right time. 

Take “Hands on a Hardbody” contest vet- 
eran Benny Perkins, the most memorably 
outspoken subject of S.R. Bindler’s 1997 
documentary Hands on a Hard Body. 
Perkins’ 20-year affiliation with the East 
Texas phenomenon has been largely a fluke. 
His story begins in the parking lot of a 
Nissan dealership in Longview, then mean- 
ders through Hollywood and Broadway, and 
finally ends up close to where it started, in 
his front yard in Diana, Texas. 

In 1992, Perkins entered the inaugural 
“Hardbody” event, a promotional stunt 
orchestrated by Jack Long Nissan in which 
24 contenders were picked at random from 
a pool of entrants to compete for a new 
$15,000 “hardbody” pickup. The objective 
was to stay upright, keeping one gloved 
hand on the truck, for as long as possible. 
Nobody knew how long that would be. 

Between periodic short breaks, the par- 
ticipants stood under the eyes of the refer- 
ees. One by one, they fell away, due to 
boredom, mistakes, back pain, aching legs, 
and the discombobulating side effects of 
sleep deprivation, including tunnel vision, 
perceptual hallucinations, and uncontrolla- 
ble fits of laughter. Perkins kept his hand 
on the truck for 87 hours and took it home. 

He was a celebrity in Longview after that, 
regaling everybody in town with his war 
stories. “I actually talked myself hoarse,” he 
told me in a phone interview. (He was driv- 
ing around in his current pickup, a Ford 
Ranger, when we spoke.) His fame dissi- 
pated after a couple of months, and he 
returned to referee the contest the follow- 
ing year. Though he kept entering himself 
in the drawing, he thought that would be 
the end of it. 

Then in 1995, Jack Long’s people drew 
his name again, and he returned to try to 
break his record. This time he crossed paths 
with Bindler, a film-school graduate and 
Longview native who was shooting a Hi-8 
video documentary about the contest with 
friends from New York University. Perkins, 
who had appeared in other people’s home 
videos during the previous contest, wasn’t 
expecting much. Still, he cooperated with 
the filmmakers and gave a spirited perfor- 
mance answering their interview questions. 
The contest lasted 77 hours. Perkins placed 
third and limped away with a gift certificate. 
Again, he thought the thing was over. But in 
1998, he got a call from a cousin in Austin. 
“She said, ‘You’re not gonna believe what I 
saw last night. I saw your ugly movie mug 
up on the silver screen. I saw the movie 
Hands on a Hard Body .’ I said, ‘What?!’” 

A critical and commercial hit, Bindler’s 
film landed here in a flurry of festival acco- 
lades, beginning a legendary year-plus run

at the old Dobie Theater. This month, a 
remastered version of the film, with the 
revised title Hands on a Hardbody: The 
Documentary, returns to Austin in honor of 
the film’s re-release on DVD. 

Neither director/editor Bindler, nor his 
producer Chapin Wilson, suspected such an 
auspicious future for their movie when the 
1995 contest began. They certainly didn’t 
expect HOHB to inspire two big-budget 
adaptations - one, an unfinished project by 
the late, great director Robert Altman and 
the other, a musical that would make it to 
Broadway. They were just fresh-out-of-film- 
school kids looking for anything to shoot so 
they’d have something to edit. As Bindler 
told me over the phone, “Everyone asked 
what we were up to, and the simple answer 
was an honest one, which is: ‘We don’t 
know. We’re just making a movie.’” 

Prior to the event, the filmmakers invited 
the contestants to their “production office” (a 
recently vacated building formerly owned by 
the Church of the Nazarene that somebody’s 
mom had the keys to) for a preliminary 
round of individual interviews. As a back- 
drop, Bindler made a 35mm slide of Wilson’s 
hand and projected it on the wall. The direc- 
tor asked each aspirant a series of questions: 
Why do you want the truck? Why do you 
think you can win the contest? How will you 
do it? It became clear to him that next to 
nobody had given any thought to strategy. 


But Perkins was an old pro. Not only did 
he lay out his game plan, he philosophized 
about the contest as a metaphor for life, 
flinging around one-liner gold like 
Confucius in a cowboy hat (“This is a human 
drama thing. ... You gotta have the mettle. 
... If you can’t run with the big dogs, stay up 
on the porch with the pups”). 

Bindler spent two years editing the 
interviews and three cameras’ worth of 
contest footage into a feature. Those who 
haven’t seen HOHB might expect a dose of 
condescension toward the film’s eccentric 
working-class subjects, but this is not the 
case. The film is genuinely openhearted; 
rather than dwelling on antagonism, it 
focuses on the burgeoning friendships 
between the rivals. Standing face-to-face 
for days on end, they become comrades, 
fellow sufferers. There’s an almost mysti- 
cal aura around the truck. 

The humorous yet empathetic tone is 
similar to that of Richard Linklater’s East- 
Texas-set Bernie, and the direct connec- 
tions between the two films are worth men- 
tioning. In Linklater’s film, Matthew 
McConaughey, as District Attorney Danny 
Buck Davison, stages a “Hardbody” contest 
to lure some deadbeat dads out of hiding 
(Linklater plays one of them in a cameo). 
Detour Filmproduction’s Kirsten McMurray 
explained in an email that Linklater, who is 
friends with Bindler, was writing the Bernie 
script at the time of HOHB’s release and 
intended the scene partly as an homage. 
And as Perkins noted, Bindler’s old amigo 
McConaughey helped finance HOHB. 

After the release, Perkins experienced 
“another round of popularity,” but this one 
faded more quickly than the last. He didn’t 
put his name into the drawing again, for 
several reasons - one of which was that he 
went to Iraq, subcontracted to the Army as 
a heavy diesel mechanic. 

While he was over there, two events cast 
a shadow on the contest and its legacy. In 
2005, a 24-year-old metalworker and sec- 
ond-time contestant named Richard Vega 


dropped out of the competition after 48 
hours and immediately committed suicide. 
It was a grisly tragedy that sparked local 
and national debate about the ethics of 
endurance-test competitions (and has even 
been cited in medical literature on the 
effects of sleep deprivation). The following 
year, Robert Altman died of cancer while 
working on his adaptation of HOHB. The 
screenwriter for the project, Stephen 
Harrigan, later disclosed in a Slate column 
that the cast was to include Meryl Streep, 
Hilary Swank, Billy Bob Thornton, Jack 
Black, Chris Rock, John C. Reilly, and 
Steve Buscemi. 

Sometime after Perkins returned from 
Iraq, he got a call from Dallas. A group of 
theatrical producers were putting together 
a musical adaptation, and they wanted to 
buy his life rights. Well, why not? “They 
hooked me up with a little pocket change. I 
didn’t think nothing of it. They told me that 
one of about every 10 musicals will actually 
go into production, and then there’s proba- 
bly one in six or one in eight of those that 
actually go onstage. So I’m saying: ‘I’m 
down in odds. It’s a done deal.’” 

It wasn’t. Earlier this year, Perkins found 
himself on the stage of New York’s Brooks 
Atkinson Theatre following the Broadway 
premiere of Hands on a Hardbody: The 
Musical, produced by the Pulitzer Prize- 
winning dramatist Doug Wright. And there 
he was, the real Benny Perkins, taking a 
bow beside “Benny Perkins,” played by 
Hunter Foster, in front of an audience of 
900 people. “That was amazing,” he recalled. 
“Purely phenomenal as far as I’m con- 
cerned.” He also praised the finished prod- 
uct: “The transition from dialogue to song 
was just as smooth as glass. It’s very profes- 
sionally done.” 

A few days after we spoke, Perkins con- 
tacted me on Facebook to say the musical’s 
run was ending. He was sad about it. 
Perhaps the musical was too professionally 
done, lacking the spark of spontaneity that 
buoyed the documentary. I was reminded of 
the epigraph of Bindler’s film, a famous line 
by Willa Cather: “The end is nothing; the 
road is all.” Ultimately, experience is its own 
reward. Perkins still has his 1992 Nissan. It 
doesn’t run anymore, but he proudly dis- 
plays it in his front yard like a trophy. “It’s 
been sitting out there for about five years,” 
he told me. “I mean, it still looks good.” ■

PB: That's off Milo Goes to College. 

Was that an influential album for you? 

RV; Absolutely. Milo Goes to College, Black 
Flag’s Damaged, Dead Kennedys’ Give Me 
Convenience or Give Me Death, the 
Minutemen’s Double Nickels on the Dime - 
those all hit me really hard. 

PB: Why should people stick around after Bob 
Mould to see Whitman? 

RV: Because Bob Mould is opening for us! 
We’re the badass rock show. 




Typically, two senior citizens battling 
over a broken-down bus wouldn’t make 
the news, but that old Texas Top 
Hands touring vehicle sitting outside 
the Broken Spoke for the last 
15 years was pretty iconic. 
Last month, Ray 
Sczepanik, manager 
of the still-active Top 
Hands band, confis- 
cated the 1948 
Flxible bus he’d once 
given to Spoke 
owner James White 
and took it to the 
Texas Pride Barbecue 
restaurant in Adkins. 
Sczepanik claims White 
didn’t properly restore the vehicle. 
White says Sczepanik sold him out. “I 
pulled that bus out of the ground with a 
wrecker and made it famous,” states 
the honky-tonk patriarch. “People here 
love it, and I love it because it shows 
how bands traveled before million-dollar 
buses.” White has detectives and an 
attorney working on recovering the bus. 
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Records aren’t cool because they’re 
rare, but rather because they’re common. 
Remember that when you’re lining up to 
score limited-edition vinyl on Saturday, and 
that the real importance of Record Store 
Day is spotlighting the record store itself. 

In Austin, we’re lucky to have lots of 
them, and, despite the increased 
accessibility of music online, 
digging through a rack of 
albums beats the hell out of 
clicking through a Spotify playl- 
ist. The owners of both Waterloo 
and MusicMania reported that Record 
Store Day ranks as their biggest retail day 
of the year, proving the audiophile holiday 
is a small business blessing. In a larger 
sense, the record - that flat piece of 
pressed vinyl - symbolizes a sublime multi- 
sensory experience in a world of increased 
digital detachment.

Old Settler’s Music Festival diversifies 

HonkITX, Austin Urban Music Festival, and Wobeon World Music Fest were all warm-ups 
for the second half of spring music cornucopias that follow South by Southwest. Like Austin 
Psych Fest, Pachanga!, and Chaos in Tejas next, not to mention the Austin City Limits Music 
Festival and Fun Fun Fun Fest in the fall, OSMF remains as much about the beatific site, and 
our collective love and trust in the event, as the talent. We know we’ll camp out and dig it, and 
whether it’s Michael Franti, Son Volt, or Del McCoury leading the sing-along, we’ll be there 
to soak in that which makes Austin a wellspring of music festivals. - Raoul Hernandez 


Carolina Chocolate Drops 

Fri., 7:35pm, Bluebonnet stage 

Carolina Chocolate Drops work the spac- 
es in between, a bouillabaisse of style that’s 
less a blending of blues, folk, jazz, and old- 
time music than an exploration of the 
genres’ connected roots. 

Following the success of 2010’s Grammy- 
winning Genuine Negro Jig (Nonesuch), the 
North Carolina quartet - anchored by found- 
ing members Rhiannon Giddens and Dom 
Flemons - have not only become ambassadors 
of string band revival, they also put on a veri- 
table history lesson in origins and influences. 

“That’s always been one of our goals - get- 
ting out there to the public, trying to get 
people aware of the different types of musical 
culture,” offers Flemons. “When we started 
in 2005, the black string music, for example, 
was something only a few musicians and 
scholars and a few albums were talking about 
in terms of those connections with blues and 
jazz and country music. 

“And it’s still on the sidelines, the periph- 
ery in a lot of people’s minds, how those 
things are interrelated.” 

Last year’s Leaving Eden continued to 
expand those connections, while preserving 
the group’s dynamic live show that invigorates 
the old-time sounds for modern audiences. 

“It’s trying to show them that the music can 
be just as valid now as it was 100 years ago,” 
says Flemons. “And even just the exercise of 
figuring out what you can do by adding all 
these different elements together is pretty 
amazing. We’ve barely scratched the surface 
of that methodology.” - Doug Freeman

TERRI HENDRIX

Son Volt 

Fri., 6:55pm, Hill Country stage 

Son Volt’s sixth studio LP, Honky 
Tonk, announces its intentions in the 
title, an album awash in pedal steel, twin 
fiddles, and Jay Farrar hearkening the 
classic style in sound and lyrics. While not 
a dramatic turn for the St. Louis quintet, 
it hews surprisingly closer to the origins 
of their definitive alt.country direction. 

“Over the years, there’s always been 
this kind of duality of the 
electric side and the acoustic 
side,” notes Farrar. “This 
time I just wanted to focus on 
that particular fiddle and 
pedal steel guitar sound that 
was on the first record, Trace. 

“Lyrically, this record is 
probably more thematic 
than any record I’ve done. 

It’s entirely tied to the direc- 
tion of the songs. For the 
most part, it was giving in to the lexicon 
of that era and that genre, and just run- 
ning with it. 

“I want to acknowledge and pay homage 
to honky-tonk music and country music 


from that time period, yet not feel limited 
by its parameters. I think ultimately the 
idea was to update it if possible.” 

Farrar has increasingly managed the 
fine line between homage and contem- 
porizing on his recent high-profile proj- 
ects with Ben Gibbard (2009’s Jack 
Kerouac-inspired One Fast Move or I’m 
Gone ) as well as Jim James, Will 
Johnson, and Anders Parker (last year’s 
Woody Guthrie tribute, New Multitudes ). 

Add Farrar’s own forays into 
learning steel guitar with 
St. Louis honky-tonkers 
Colonel Ford, and the 
Bakersfield sound seems an 
inevitable influence to seep 
into Son Volt’s aesthetic. 

“I really relish those 
experiences of stepping out 
and stepping away from the 
Son Volt experience,” he 
acknowledges. “It’s nice to 
step aside and learn from working with 
other people and experiences, and then 
bring something back when I’m ready to 
get back into Son Volt.” - Doug Freeman

Honky Tonk (Rounder) 

Anyone conning to Jay Farrar and friends’ Honky Tonk 
thinking they’ve stumbled onto the next Buck Owens or 
Dale Watson might not be that disappointed. By the same 
token, any fans looking for state-of-the-art roots rock band 
Son Volt may want to look elsewhere. Here, the onetime 
Uncle Tupelo frontman uses country music, heartbreak, 
and the road as a jumping-off point to fashion something 
that’s informed by the genre, only updated to contempo- 
rary standards. That means neo-traditional country as 
evidenced by the honky-tonk angels inhabiting the tune “Seawall.” In many ways, these 
11 songs follow the format of past Son Volt discs, taking their cue from Gram Parsons 
by adding a scuzzy rock & roll edge to a waltz like “Hearts and Minds” or to the shuffling 
“Bakersfield.” “Down the Highway” might be another road song, but it rumbles as wisely 
and as tightly as anything on Son Volt’s debut masterpiece, Trace. In the end, Honky 
Tonk is a slow burn, Farrar musing on life as scenery flashes past the van window, and 
the redemptive power of music. “Sad songs keep the devil away,” he sings in “Angel of 
the Blues,” and his keening way with words remains just such tonic.

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Jerry Douglas

Every few years, Jerry Douglas 
steps away from being a sideman 
to make an album on his own. 

He’s the most revered Dobro play- 
er in the world and a feature mem- 
ber of Alison Krauss & Union 
Station, but, like the title of his 
2012 release, Traveler, Douglas 
moved beyond his Nashville home 
base to places like New York, New 
Orleans, Montreal, and the UK to 
capture his most diverse set yet. 

Besides an appearance by Krauss 
& Union Station, the guest list on 
Traveler includes Eric Clapton, 

Paul Simon, Dr. John, and Mumford 
& Sons. Clapton in particular 
doesn’t often appear on other art- 
ists’ albums, but it turns out he and 
Douglas are longtime friends. After 
a little wrangling, they agreed to 
cover Chris Kenner’s R&B classic 
“Something You Got.” 

“I played at the first of his 
Crossroads Festivals with James 
Taylor and Vince Gill,” Douglas 
recalls. “Then the second one, I 
was with Alison, and I also played 
with him and Sheryl Crow. I asked 
him a long time ago to be on a 
record, but he couldn’t do it. When 
I was planning this one, I asked 
him in advance. I played him the 
song, and he went nuts over it. 

“He told me, ‘I’ve never record- 
ed it, but I’ve always wanted to.’” 

Meanwhile, Douglas turned into 
a mentor of sorts for Mumford & 

Sons after playing with them early on at the Telluride Bluegrass Festival. Discussing their 
sound, he’s adamant about what they sound like and why they’re special. 

“I don’t think it’s bluegrass, and I know what bluegrass is. A lot of people lump them into 
that category because they don’t know what to call it. They’re a folk band. It’s a new resur- 
gence of folk music. When I first heard them, I heard something really different and good. 
They do something to an audience that bands haven’t done in a long time.” - Jim Caligiuri

Wood & Wire 

Every once in a blue moon, an honest to goodness bluegrass band pops up in Central 
Texas. This time it’s youthful quartet Wood & Wire. With a pedigree that includes the South 
Austin Jug Band, Rodney Hayden, Graham Wilkinson, and Green Mountain Grass, this debut 
has a Texas edge while hewing closer to traditional grass than any Austin act in years. 
Superior chops and golden harmonies by guitarist Tony Kamel, mandolin player Matt Slusher, 
bassist Dorn Fisher, and banjo picker Trevor Smith allow them to tackle history on “Coal 
Mining One,” crack wise with “Rollin’ in the Washingtons,” and burn hot on the instrumental 
“Nothin’ Wrong.” Guest fiddler Brittany Haas steps in for an authentic touch on the high and 
lonesome “Fool out of Me.” Other Austin bands twist bluegrass to their own methods, so 
it’s refreshing for Wood & Wire to not only play it straight, but to do it with unexpected vigor.

Following several 
years of hiatus, last year’s return LP, Aquatic 
Hitchhiker, captures the Colorado quintet’s virtu- 
osity, but still serves as only a teaser to their leg- 
endary live explosions of progressive roots.

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Some Third-Worlders eat dirt because they are mentally ill or have no 
meaningful food. However, diners at Tokyo’s upscale Ne Quittez Pas eat it 
because it is a trendy dish prepared by prominent chef Toshio Tanabe. Among his 
courses are soil soup served with a flake of dirty truffle, soil sorbet, and the “soil 
surprise” (a dirt-covered potato ball). (Spoiler alert: It has a truffle center.) Tanabe 
lightly precooks his dirt and runs it through a sieve to eliminate the crunchiness.

UNDOCUMENTED LIVING 

Undocumented immigrant Jose Munoz, 25, 
believed himself an ideal candidate for 
President Obama’s 2012 safe-harbor initia- 
tive for illegal-entry children, in that he had 
been brought to the U.S. by his undocument- 
ed parents before age 16, had no criminal 
record, and had graduated from high school 
(with honors, even). Since then, however, he 
had remained at home in Sheboygan, Wis., 
assisting his family, doing odd jobs, and, 
admittedly, just playing video games and 
“vegging.” Living “in the shadows,” he found 
it almost impossible to prove the final legal 
criterion: that he had lived continuously in 
the U.S. since graduation (using government 
records, payroll sheets, utility bills, etc.). 

After initial failures to convince immigration 
officials, reported the Milwaukee Journal 
Sentinel in March, Munoz’s lawyer succeeded 
- by submitting Munoz’s Xbox Live records, 
documenting that his computer’s Wisconsin 
location had been accessing video games, 
day after day, for years. 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

Among the lingering costs of U.S. wars are 
disability payments and compensation to vet- 
erans’ families, which can continue decades 
after hostilities end. An Associated Press 
analysis of federal payment records, 
released in March, even found two current 
recipients of Civil War benefits. Vietnam War 
payments are still about $22 billion a year; 
World War II, $5 billion; World War I, $20 mil- 
lion; and the 1898 Spanish-American War, 
about $1,700. 

Each year, Oklahoma is among the states 
to receive $150,000 in federal grants to oper- 
ate small, isolated airfields (for Oklahoma, 
one in the southern part of the state is so 


seldom used that it is primarily a restroom 
stop for passing pilots). The payments are 
from a 13-year-old congressional fund for 
about 80 similar airfields (no traffic, no planes 
kept on site), described by a February 
Washington Post investigation as “ATM(s) 
shaped like (airports).” Congress no longer 
even requires that the annual grants be spent 
on the actual airports drawing the grants. 

During the massive February Southern 
California manhunt for former Los Angeles 
cop Christopher Dorner, nervous-triggered 
LAPD officers riddled an SUV with bullets 
after mistakenly believing Dorner was inside. 
Instead there were two women, on their ear- 
ly-morning job as newspaper carriers, and 
LAPD Chief Charlie Beck famously promised 
them a new truck and arranged with a local 
dealership for a 2013 Ford F-150 ($32,560). 
Flowever, the deal fell through in March when 
the women discovered that Beck’s “free” 
truck was hardly free. Rather, it would be 
taxable as a “donation,” reported on IRS 
Form 1099, perhaps costing them thou- 
sands of dollars. 

GREAT ART! 

Sculptor Richard Jackson introduced “Bad 
Dog” as part of his “Ain’t Painting a Pain” 
installation at California’s Orange County 
Museum in February. Outside, to coax visi- 
tors in, the hind leg of Jackson’s “Bad Dog” 
was cocked, with gallons of yellow paint 
being pumped onto the building. “We’ll see 
how long it lasts,” he told the Los Angeles 
Times, “but you never know how people will 
react. Sometimes, people feel they should 
protect their children from such things, then 
the kids go home and watch South Park.” 

Australian dilettante David Walsh’s 2-year- 
old Museum of Old and New Art in Hobart is 


acquiring a reputation for irreverence. Among 
the exhibits is Greg Taylor’s “My Beautiful 
Chair,” which invites a visitor to lie next to a 
lethal injection chair and experience a count- 
down, mimicking the time it takes for execu- 
tion drugs to kill (and then flashing “You Are 
Dead”). Also, at 2pm each day, a “fresh fecal 
masterpiece” is created by artist Wim 
Delvoye, in which a meal from the museum’s 
restaurant is placed into a transparent grind- 
er that creates slush, turns it brown, and 
adds an overpowering, defecation I ike smell. 
The resulting “masterpiece” is channeled 
into (also transparent) vats. 

Career-Ending Jobs for Runway Models: 
British “design engineer” Jess Eaton intro- 
duced her second “high-fashion” collection in 
December at London’s White Gallery, this 
time consisting of supposedly elegant bridal 
wear made in part with roadkill, cat and 
alpaca fur, seagull wings, and human bones. 

DEMOCRACY IN ACTION 

U.S. political consultants may recommend 
to their candidates gestures such as wearing 
an American flag lapel pin. In India, the 
advice includes creating the proper sugges- 
tive name for the candidate on the official 
ballot. Hence, among those running for office 
this year (according to a February Hindustan 
Times report): Frankenstein Momin, 
Hamletson Dohling, Boldness Nongum and 
Bombersing Hynniewta, and several Sangmas 
(related or not): Billykid Sangma, Mafiara 
Sangma, Rightious Sangma, and Winnerson 
Sangma. More confusing were Hilarius Dkhar 
and Hilarius Pohchen, and especially Adolf Lu 
Hitler Marak. 

POLICE REPORTS 

In some jurisdictions, a driver can be pre- 
sumed impaired with a blood alcohol reading 
as low as .07 (and suggestively impaired at 
a reading below that), but according to a 
WMAQ-TV investigation in February, some 
suburban Chicago police forces allow offi- 
cers to work with their own personal read- 
ings as high as .05. (While officers may be 
barred from driving at that level, they may 
not, by police union contract, face any disci- 
pline if they show up for work with a reading 
that high.) 

From the Blotter: 1) Arlington County, Va., 
police reported in February that a resident 
of Carlin Springs Road told officers that 
someone entered her home and stole chick- 
en from her simmering crock pot - but only 
the chicken, leaving the vegetables as they 
were. The report noted that they had no sus- 
pects. 2) Prison guard Alfredo Malespini III, 
31, faces several charges in Bradford, Pa., 
resulting from a marital dispute in March, 
when, presumably to make a point, he tried 
to remove his wedding ring by shooting it 
off. (The ring remained in place; his finger 
was mangled.)

Notrees is the proverbial wide spot 
in the road. About all that is left of the 
once thriving village 20 miles west of 
Odessa are a few homes, junkyards, and 
oil equipment yards. 

If it weren’t for its name, there wouldn’t 
be much reason to mention the former 
town. It wasn’t always so. In the Forties, a 
large oil field was discovered nearby and 
the town sprouted next to a gas plant. 

Unfortunately, the refinery displaced the 
only naturally occurring tree in the area. In 
1944, when the local pharmacist tried to 
get a post office for the town, he kept get- 
ting rejections to possible town names. 
Finally, the post office accepted the name 
that reflected the area’s most prominent 
lack of features. 

And then a funny thing happened. As 
the oil field workers built homes on the 
barren landscape, they planted trees. As 
the West Texas saying goes, “If that line 
of barbed wire is down, then there isn’t 
much else to stop the wind.” To combat 
this, most of the houses in Notrees have 


at least one tree to block the wind and sun. 
But they won’t be changing the name to 
“Lotatrees” anytime soon. 

By the Eighties, most of the town’s resi- 
dents had moved into the city or died. With 
another oil boom underway in the Permian 
Basin, the workers pass through Notrees on 
their commute to work.

Meticulous and abstruse, Shane Carruth's Upstream 
Color is an idiosyncratic film that invites explication 


but defies total understanding. It is Carruth’s 
sophomore film and has been eagerly 
anticipated ever since his filmmaking debut 
in 2004 with Primer, a microbudgeted film 
about time travel in the Dallas suburbs that 
received a Grand Jury prize at Sundance and 
amassed a cult reputation despite appear- 
ing on very few screens. Deciphering Primer 
now seems like child’s play in comparison 
to Upstream Color, even as the newer film is 
marked by its more precise imagery, camera- 
work, and narrative ambitions. Yet Upstream 
Color lures us in like fish attracted to worms 
on a hook, and soon we’re trapped within its 
hermetic universe. 

The worm metaphor is apt for this film, 
in which these wrigglers play a significant 
narrative role. Exactly what kind of worms 
these are, and what they actu- 
ally do in the film is beyond 
my full comprehension, but 
they fit somewhere within 
Carruth’s orchid-pig-human 
continuum that governs his 
fractured story. Upstream 
Color is elliptically told and 
makes generous use of jump cuts, thus 
much of what we take away from the film 
may be inferred rather than the direct con- 
sequence of a specific image or action. 
Dialogue, too, is kept to a minimum, and 
much of what is spoken could be termed 
non sequiturs. I am far from convinced 
that, in the final analysis, Carruth has any- 
thing terribly insightful, cohesive, or signifi- 
cant to impart, but he sure has mastered 
the art of mesmerizing presentation. This 
is arthouse science fiction at its most com- 
pelling yet cryptic. 


I’m not going to try to summarize the plot 
in this space. Viewers may spend the first 
hour of the film scratching their heads as 
we see characters fleeced of their savings 
and careers from the forced ingestion of 
the powder made from the wormy things 
found in blue orchid dirt. There’s a character 
named Thief (Martins) and another called 
the Sampler (Sensenig), who herds pigs 
in a place called Quinoa Valley, in between 
recording ambient natural sounds and 
reversing the trancelike effects of the worm 
compound through some kind of human to 
pig transfusion. Then there’s Kris (Seimetz), 
the film’s central character into whom view- 
ers can pour their hopes and fears. A victim 
of the Thief and the worm compound, she 
finds another victimized soul, Jeff (played 
by the director), and together 
they achieve a jagged har- 
mony. And, Thoreau’s Walden 
is also a major plot element. 

Credit must be given to 
the film’s star, Amy Seimetz 
(who is also a filmmaker), for 
creating an actual character 
from all this, one for whom we can feel and 
care about. In addition to playing Jeff and 
directing Upstream Color, Shane Carruth also 
produced, shot, co-edited (with Ain't Them 
Bodies Saints's David Lowery), composed the 
unearthly electronic score, and is also self- 
distributing the film. There’s no question this 
is the work of an auteur, even if Carruth’s 
overall aesthetic is greater than the sum of 
his noodlings about parasites and nature. 
Upstream Color still manages to bloom.

FROM UP ON POPPY HILL

For nearly three decades, the Japanese 
animation house Studio Ghibli has produced 
film after film of elevated artistry, largely 
under the direction of Hayao Miyazaki and 
including Castle in the Sky (1986), the won- 
derfully wackadoodle, when-pigs-fly Porco 
Rosso (1992), and the spiritually uplifted 
Princess Mononoke (1997). (The latter, no lie, 
turned me vegetarian for two years; for con- 
text, I should also point out I was cashiering 
at Whole Foods and smoking a not-negligible 
amount of weed at the time.) From Up on 
Poppy Hill, Studio Ghibli’s latest (dubbed into 
English), is decidedly earthbound in com- 
parison to those transportive earlier films, 
though it’s not without its charms. 

Adapted by Hayao Miyazaki and Keiko Niwa 
from an early Eighties manga series, directed 
by Hayao’s son Goro Miyazaki, and dubbed 
in the Stateside release by American actors, 
From Up on Poppy Hill combines an agreeably 
corny university-clubhouse comedy with a fair- 
ly straightforward coming-of-age melodrama in 
which student Umi (Bolger) falls in love with 
the rakish Shun (Yelchin), even though his 
uncertain lineage might put him uncomfort- 
ably close to Umi on the family tree. (Okay, 
“straightforward” except for that soupqon of 
incest intrigue.) Set in the ramp-up to the 


1964 Tokyo Summer Olympics, From Up on 
Poppy Hill engages us most in the ways it 
grapples with the tug-of-war between tradition 
and modernity; interestingly, it’s the youth 
here clamoring to preserve old ways. And 
even if the film never shares the rarefied 
air of primo Studio Ghibli titles, it boasts 
visual handsomeness and celerity, zooming 
between the tippy-top of the title’s Poppy Hill 
(killer views) on down to the city bustle at 
sea level.

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a trapped space. With admirable gallows 
humor, Its a Disaster wonders what it would 
be like for a couples brunch - a spot of 
social discomfort served up with finger foods, 
ritualized enough to have its own name - to 
radically uptick from a few hours of forced 
chitchat into one’s maybe-final resting place. 

Its a Disaster makes David Cross’ new-to- 
the-group Glen the audience’s proxy. On only 
his third date with the group’s lone singleton 
Tracy (Stiles), Glen is the nice-guy outsider, 
scrambling to keep straight who’s who among 
the bickering, tense-shouldered hosts (Hayes 
and Miller), the free spirits making sexual 
innuendo over Sunday quiche (Boston and 
Brennan, another UT alum), and the forever- 
engaged , n ot-a nywh e re-n ea r-to-gett i ng-m a rri ed 
couple (Ferrera - more, please! - and Grace). 
Audiences enamored of the reliably comic 
Cross’ turn as Arrested Developments never- 
nude Tobias Funke or of his antics on the 
still-beloved HBO sketch comedy Mr. Show 
may double-take at the sight of Cross playing 
a straight man, but he’s quietly moving as 
a generous spirit waiting out the end of the 
world with squabbling, wildly self-absorbed 
strangers. If there’s a quibble to be made 
here, it’s with how Glen gets thrown under 
the bus, in an amusing subplot that nonethe- 
less is indicative of the primacy of the punch- 
line in Berger’s playbook, to the occasional 
detriment of character connection. There’s 
enough careful consideration embedded in 
the music cues - from classical familiars to 
thematically resonant contemporaries (as in 
a well-placed Baths song), to suggest Berger

absolutely knows what he’s doing when he’s 
doing it - that it steepens the drop-off when 
the film misses its mark. 

With the local release taking place the 
same week as the Boston Marathon bomb- 
ing, the timing, yes, couldn’t be worse, and 
audiences may not be particularly keen on 
a film that is in many ways flip about terror, 
even as it has worthy and perceptive things 
to say about the aftermath of an attack: 
about the technological comforts that drop 
away, rendering us helpless; about the grudg- 
es that survivors will forgive, and the ones 
they hold fast to (Berger has a funny cameo 
as a hazmat-suited neighbor who is stung to 
discover, end-times be damned, that he was 
boxed out of couples brunch for being a divor- 
ce); and about the steadfastness of the so- 
called essential self. That may be giving too 
much weight to a banter-heavy picture largely 
untroubled by its doomsday scenario - the 
possibility of imminent death is but the situ- 
ation to this situation comedy - but Berger’s 
low-key, likable ensemble film flares with 
brilliance in its framing concept. Without giv- 
ing too much away, the final cutaway had me 
audibly say ha!, then nod my head excitedly at 
the resulting a-hal. Berger’s one to watch.

THE LORDS OF SALEM 

D: Rob Zombie; with Sheri Moon Zombie, Bruce Davison, 

Jeff Daniel Phillips, Judy Geeson, Meg Foster, Ken Foree, Dee 
Wallace. (R, 101 min.) 

The former White Zombie frontman (and 
one of the few directors in Hollywood who 
can rock paisley, Bedazzlered bell-bottoms 
and platform discotheque boots clearly expa- 
triated from Giorgio Moroder’s mothballed 
wardrobe), Rob Zombie remains a singularly 
unique visionary in a cinematic genre too 
often ruled by dirt-dull sequels and imagina- 
tion-free “product.” 

That’s not to say, however, that Zombie’s 
fifth feature film is a triumph along the lines 
of 2005 ’s soul-searing The Devil's Rejects. 
That film was an incendiary revelation, a 
black-as-pitch perfect homage to an unclas- 
sifiable 1970s drive-in/grindhouse subgenre 
that, for all intents and purposes, no longer 
exists in the U.S. 

The Lords of Salem, with its dreamy narra- 
tive structure and deep references that span 
the spook-show gamut, is not so much a 
narrative film as it is a series of micronight- 
mares, each and all bolstered by Zombie’s 
trippy and unnerving sense of style. He’s 
off the leash here, and, while the film never 
coheres (or makes all that much sense), it’s 
a gas to see this true American auteur run 
creepy-ass riot over what passes for horror 
movies in contemporary Hollywood. 

Zombie’s wife and longtime cohort-in-horror 
Sheri Moon Zombie headlines as Salem, 
Mass., radio deejay Heidi Hawthorne, who 
receives a mysterious vinyl offering, ostensi- 
bly from a band named the Lords. In a nod 
to Ringu and Throat Sprockets, Heidi and her 
crew (Foree and Phillips) play the mysterioso 
12-inch on the air, to mentally disastrous 
effect. (The droning, minimalist track here 
was conjured by ex-Marilyn Manson/current 
Rob Zombie guitarist John 5; appropriately, 
it lodges in your head and festers there for 
days afterward.) 

The Lords of Salem's plot - what there is 
of it - takes a backseat to the film’s skewed 
sense of the everyday slipping into the freak- 
ishly bizarre. This being Salem, long-gone 
witches will exact their revenge, while Satan 
gets unofficial top billing and Sid Haig makes 
a blink-and-you’ll-miss-it cameo. Also, there’s 
a squirmy little anti-god, The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show's Magenta, Patricia Quinn, and a 
whole lot of goats. Nice. 


Moon Zombie has come a long way, acting- 
wise, since House of 1000 Corpses, too. Her 
psychic meltdown is believable in a way that 
recalls Catherine Deneuve’s fractured heroine 
in Repulsion, and, while the script calls for 
her to undergo all manner of madness, her 
performance here is by far the most nuanced 
she’s ever given. 

I could go on and on about Zombie’s style- 
over-substance direction, but why bother? 

The Lords of Salem is so clearly a project 
that Zombie has had stewing in his blood- 
and-black-lace heart for, I assume, ever, that 
the fact that it’s not a masterpiece seems 
almost moot. It’s a head trip, to be sure, but 
it’s Zombie’s electric, haunted head, so my 
advice is just sit back and goggle.

THE NEW JUAREZ 

D: Charlie Minn. (NR, 81 min.) 

Passing itself off as a documentary, The 
New Juarez is far more a cinematic essay, a 
well-aimed and substantial attack on both 
the United States and Mexican governments, 
with particular ire shown toward the govern- 
ment of Juarez and its state police. After a 
six-year period of intense violence and aston- 
ishing death tolls, the situation has some- 
what calmed down in the Mexican border 
town of Juarez. However, filmmaker Charlie 
Minn is convinced this reduction in crime 
is because the civic and police powers are 
cooperating with the criminal cartels rather 
than fighting their presence. 

Minn is a relentless and pointed interviewer, 
but he also asserts himself into the story; he 
is out to make a point. This is not a film that 
searches for the truth; it exists to make clear 
an indictment of the powers that be. That it 
may also be largely accurate is quite possible. 

I know little of the specifics of the situation in 
Juarez over the last decade, and, after watch- 
ing the film, I don’t feel truly enlightened - 
only more aware of the situation. 

The politics of the film and its filmmaker 
are clear: Much of the chaos is blamed on 
the United States. In one scene, Minn overtly 
condemns President Obama for sitting around 
eating a ham sandwich while Mexicans are 
being slaughtered. Another sequence focuses 
on Romney and may even be construed 
as support for his presidential candidacy. 
Ultimately, The New Juarez is too passionately 
partisan regarding a very important and hard- 
to-fully-comprehend human tragedy.

Metropolitan 

OBLIVION 

D: Joseph Kosinski; with Tom Cruise, Morgan Freeman, 

Olga Kurylenko, Andrea Riseborough, Melissa Leo, Zoe Bell, 
Nikolaj Coster-Waldau. (PG-13, 126 min.) 

Jack (Cruise) and Victoria (Riseborough) 
are a couple who help maintain giant 
machines that suck out vital resources from 
the oceans and what’s left of a future, dev- 
astated Earth. Decades ago, the alien Scavs 
destroyed Earth’s moon and then invaded the 
planet, although they lost the brutal war that 
devastated Earth. All that remains are ruins, 
vast deserts, some oceans, and radiation 
zones. Most of the population has fled to a 


spaceship orbiting the Earth, but the handful 
of people who remain help maintain the mas- 
sive ocean-mining operations while fighting 
the renegade Scavs that survived the war. 
Jack is a security repairman who cruises the 
planet servicing the drones that guard the 
planet and fixing the mining equipment, while 
Victoria mans the command center in their 
sumptuous home. 

Visually, the film is stunning, but Tron: 
Legacy director Kosinski is satisfied with 
extreme style over content, looks over mean- 
ing. That doesn’t mean that much of the 
audience won’t find this engaging and enter- 
taining. He is a hell of a director, even if the 
result provides more surface than depth: 
Creating moods and depicting action, how- 
ever, are two areas in which he excels. 

There are a number of underlying myster- 
ies in the plot, which twists and curves. The 
score is a dead-ahead rumble that carries 
the viewer deep into the film, which is never 
exactly what it seems. Still, the acting leaves 
a bit to be desired. Cruise phones in his 
performance and Kurylenko, whose work in 
To the Wonder is so rich and evocative, is all 
surface here. The standout is Riseborough 
as Jack’s lover and team partner. 

The film is a voyage forward in which it 
turns out that nothing is what it seems. 
Admirable in its look and style, the film is not 
unique or exceptional. Nevertheless, given 
the state of current science-fiction fare, the 
film does hold its own.

By the time a vengeful maid serves up a 
“poop pie” swarming with CGI flies in Scary 
Movie 5, there’s no mistaking that this fran- 
chise has delivered just desserts. Headlined 
by Lohan and Sheen, this parodic auto- 
mash-up of Paranormal Activity, Black Swan, 
Mama, and The Evil Dead remake (playing 
concurrently in theatres), SM5 is the latest 
(and hopefully last) installment of a series 
originally conceived as a spoof of Scream, 
(which was itself a spoof of slasher flicks in 
general). It’s supposed to be horrible, and 
therefore it succeeds on its own shitty terms, 
manifesting a malodorous integrity through 
jokes about tubas, waterboarding, and Honey 
Boo Boo. Glancing back at my notes, I see 
the scribbled phrase “toothbrush in the butt” 
- not once, but twice. 

David Zucker, the director of Airplane!, The 
Naked Gun, and An American Carol, co-wrote 
the film along with Police Academy scribe Pat 
Proft. That both men are over 65 may explain 
the recurring allusions to The Benny Hill 
Show and its theme song, Boots Randolph’s

STARBUCK

The rights to an English remake of this 
French-Canadian comedy have already been 
acquired as a starring vehicle for Vince 
Vaughn. But that’s not what makes Starbuck 
a seminal movie. Starbuck is a comedy about 
semen - specifically that of one man who 
earned cash by making 693 sperm donations 
to a fertility clinic in the late Eighties, only 
to find out in the present that because of a 
clinic snafu, his contributions have resulted in 
533 live births. Now 142 of his offspring have 
filed a class-action suit to learn the identity 
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of the man responsible for their Y chromo- 
somes, a man known only by the pseudonym 
he provided at the clinic: Starbuck, which is 
also the name of a Holstein bull legendary in 
Canada for his fertility. 

What begins as a cute idea grows annoy- 
ingly sentimental before it is through. David 
Wozniak (Huard), aka Starbuck, is an irre- 
sponsible 42-year-old, a soccer enthusiast 
who has a job delivering meat for his father’s 
butcher shop. David is the first to admit he’s 
a lousy worker, and although his father and 
brother chide him about his unreliability, it’s 
clear they still love this man-child despite his 
practical shortcomings. David is $80,000 in 
debt to some shady characters, and his girl- 
friend Valerie (Le Breton) has just informed 
him that she is pregnant but thinks he’s too 
irresponsible to partake in raising the child. 
It’s a testament to his skills that Patrick 
Huard manages to make David a likable guy. 

David begins looking up his progeny, one by 
one, to become their guardian angel. He fills 
in for one as a waiter so the kid can go to a 
theatre audition; he gets another off heroin; 
he befriends another living in a nursing facil- 
ity. The film plays it both ways: He doesn’t 
want to be a father, but he wants to be in 
their lives. But, of course, David learns from 
the experience, and after the trial is over and 
Valerie delivers their baby, everything ends in 
a big group hug. It’s a good thing David’s chil- 
dren don’t want college tuition.

est in his family, Antonio (Ganalon) is seven as the 
film opens. When aged Ultima (Colon) moves in with 
Antonio’s family, the townspeople whisper that she is 
a bruja (witch), but she emphatically insists that she is 
a healer. Over time, Ultima teaches Antonio her prac- 
tices and trains him to listen to nature and respect it.

Jordan (Berry) is a 
911 operator confined to a cubicle as she attempts 
to save Casey (Breslin), a kidnapped teenager 
trapped in the trunk of a Toyota, calling on a dispos- 
able (and therefore untraceable) cell while hurtling 
helplessly on an unknown L.A. freeway.

EVIL DEAD

Things kick off at a fever pitch: After Secret Service 
Agent Mike Banning (Butler) is relieved of his duties 
guarding the president’s family, he must redeem his 
career by becoming the last - and only - defense 
against this fictional incursion into the White House. 
Soon, the invaders - a renegade group of North 
Koreans - fortify themselves, the president (Eckhart), 
and others within an impregnable bunker while they 
unleash their plan. Surely, this film will have a differ- 
ent impact outside the U.S.: The wholesale destruc- 
tion of the White House ought to play particularly 
well in some foreign territories. With little character 
shading and wall-to-wall action, Olympus Has Fallen 
fittingly closes by wrapping itself in the American 
flag.

This Disney prequel to MGM 
and Warner Bros.’ enduring 1939 masterwork has 
enough of the familiar and enough of the new to 
make it a valid origin story about how the wizard 
arrived and gained his throne. Raimi’s Oz is a land 
of vivid colors, enormous flowers, babbling water- 
falls, and violent tornadoes, but considerably less 
creativity is discernible in the script department. 

Oz the Great and Powerful vacillates between visual 
wonders and earthbound duds.
